.10 of an inch up to 8 a.m. today. 

Snow and ice-packed’ high- 
ways and side roads slowed 
traffic substantially Wednes- 
day.

Alderman

‘Walter F. Nonn, 62, of 2711 
Cayuga St., a veteran Granite 
City alderman of the Fifth 
Ward, was pronounced dead at 
his home at 11:45 a.m. Wed- 
nesd¥y by Madison County 
Deputy Coroner William 
Sternberg. 

Mr. Nonn, who had been 
recuperating from a severe 
heart attack and subsequent 
major surgery, was found 
without signs of life in the living 
room of his home by his wife, 
Mrs. Margaret Nonn. 

Mrs. Nonn, it was reported, 
had taken her grandson to 
school and found her husband 
on the living room couch when 
she returned. 

Mr. Nonn suffered a_ heart 
attack in his home on Friday, 
Aug. 15, and was taken to In- 
carnate Word Hospital, St. 
Louis, where he was placed in 
the intensive care unit. 

Although he returned home to 
recuperate from that heart 
attack in late September, Mr 
Nonn returned to the hospital 
for heart surgery on Oct. 9 

Mr. Nonn, a native Granite 
Cityan, served 32 years as an 
alderman on the Granite City 
Council.

‘Games room’ rejected

After nearly an hour's debate, 
the Granite City Council 
Monday night rejected a 
request by two St. Louis men for 
permission to open a_ public 
“games room" in the former 
Biederman Furniture building 
at 3675 Nameoki Road, only to 
be told that it had no authority 
to act in the first place. 

Council members voted 7 to 3 
to concur in a recommendation 
by Chief of Police Ronald Veizer 
that the games room—an ar- 
cade of coin-o] ited devices 
such as pin ball games and 
electronic video machines—not 
be permitted to open “because 
the type of persons attracted to 
such places is not of the best.” 

Veizer made his recom- 
mendation on the proposal after 
Aldermen Warren Decatur and 
Everett Morlen told the council 
that they had personally in- 
spected one of three such places 
operated in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county by the applicants 
and that they found a ‘“well- 
ordered, well-handled 
business” without apparent 
problems. 

The “request to open the 
games room in the building 
already occupied by Ricco's IT 
and the Flea Market was filed 
with fhe council Dec. 15 by 
Joseph Tumminia and Edward 
Tumminia Jr., brothers of St. 
Louis. After brief discussion at 
that time, the matter was 
referred to Veizer for an in- 
vestigation and report. 


Veizer told the aldermen that 
he also had talked with Fire 
Chief Don Parente about the 
proposal and that Parente also 
opposed it because of fire 
regulations, Veizer said 
Parente told him that the 
building would need to be

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Bonds to 
trim cost 
of sewers

A new plan to finance the 
proposed sanitary sewer 
program in Nameoki, Chouteau 
and Venice Townships is being 
considered by the Madison 
County Special Sewer Com- 
mittee as a way to save local 
users more than $1 million—by 
changing from a revenue bond 
method of financing to a general 
obligation bond sale. 

If the committee selects the 
general obligation bond route, it 
could save the average 
homeowner roughly $6 per 


‘ month, and also eliminate or 


greatly reduce 
tap-on fee, it 
estimated. 

The general obligation bond 
program would charge sewer 
users partly by a relatively 
unpopular | method—property 
taxation. But the savings to 
each family and property owner 
are likely to be so.great as to 
make the creation of a special 
service area for tax purposes 
the only feasible means of 
financing the proposed sanitary 
sewers, officials are saying. 

‘The proposed change in the 
method of findncing the sewers 
was the subject of a meeting of 
the Sewers and Drainage 
Committee of the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
Tuesday afternoon, during 
which Walter ‘‘Dick” Sparks, 
chairman of the county’s 
special sewer committee, an- 
nounced the new financing 
proposal. and answered 
questions about it 

Sparks said there still are 
many unanswered questions 
which are under study by Van 
Kampen, Wauterlek & Brown, 
Inc., Chicago, fiscal advisers 
for the project, and the 
bonding attorneys in Chicago. 

He said all current estimates 
of the cost to each homeowner 
of having new sewers are based 
on the assumption there will be 
a $60 million assessed valuation 
in the special service area, 
which is to be made up/of alll 
those to be taxed. 4

estimated the 
assessed valuation in Chouteau 
Township will be at least $16 
million and that the portions of 
Nameoki and Venice townships 
in the district should bring it 
close to the $60 million mark. 

Noting that the estimates are 
“very rough” at this time, 
Sparks said that studies, thus 
far, have indicated the tax to 
each new sewer user, after the 
sewer is completed, would be 
about 60 cents per year for each 
$100 of assessed valuation, or a 
tax bill of about $30 per year for 
a $15,000 home assessed at 
$5,000 under the one-third 
equalized assessment formula 

In addition, sewer users 
would pay about $2.50 per 
month for sewage treatment 
and $1.50 per month for sewer 
maintenance, a total treatment 
and maintenance bill of about $4 
per month. 

The tap-on fee would either be 
eliminated, or reduced to about 
$10 to cover inspection and tap- 
on labor. 


Only homes in the district 
served by the new sewers would 
be taxed. Areas already having 
sanitary sewers would not be 
included in the new taxing 
district. . 

Sparks noted the sewers may 
seem expensive but actually 
will be much less expensive 
than if revenue bonds were sold 
to finance the local share of the 
sewer installation cost. 

Sewer bills for the average 
homeowner in the area to be 
served have been estimated at 
$15 to $16 per month, with a tap- 
on fee of up to $1,000, if the local 
share is financed by. revenue 
bonds, Sparks explained. 

Ed Juneau, engineer and a 
planner of the sanitary sewer 
system, told the Press-Record 
the bonding advisers have told 
committee members that

Lovejoy tragedy — 
in 1837 recalled’ - 


(Third of a Bicentennial 
Year series) 

One of this region's and the 
nation’s best known defenders 
of freedom of speech and of the 
press, Elijah Parrish Lovejoy, 
gave up his life in that cause on 
the night of Nov. 7; 1837. 

Reeling as five bullets en- 
tered his body, he staggered 
back into Gil m’s warehouse 
in Alton and died a few minutes 
later. An assassin’s gun had 
finally silenced the crusading 
newspaperman. 

Target of mob violence 
throughout his crusade, 
Lovejoy fell while trying to’ 
prevent a mob from burning the 
warehouse in which was stored 
his fourth press. 

Lovejoy, son of a 
Congregational minister, was. 
born in Albion, Me., on Nov. 8, 
1802. He graduated with highest 
honors. from Waterville (now 
Colby)

citizens and employers, it was 
noted. 

Partial answers’ have been 
provided by utilizing local or- 
dinances rather than state laws, 
enabling fines to go to cities 
rather than the county govern- 
ment, and by seeking all 
possible state and federal 
grants, including hiring of 
administrators through the 
Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act (CETA). 

Near doubling of Granite City 
sales tax receipts in recent 
years has helped the city 
finance only 42 per cent of its 
yearly budget from property 
taxes (about three-fifths of that 
from industries and two-fifths 
from homes) 

Because the Quad-City area 
has a number of industries with 
machinery taxed as personal 
property, the schedilled end of 
that corporate tax Jan. 1, 1979, 
has serious implications for 
Jocal cities, it was indicated.

sons enter the front door. They 
began to search the house while 
the robber asked Eric where the 
money was kept. 

About three or four minutes 
after the first robber entered, 
Eric’s mother, Mrs. Lois Cruse, 
came to the front door. 

One.of the robbers went to the 
front door, pulled her inside and 
forced her to lie face down next 
to Eric, in the foyer by the front 
door. 

She was asked several times 
where her husband hides his 
money. She refused to tell them 
where money was kept and 
reported being verbally abused 
and struck several times.) She 
was told if she did not say where 
the money is kept, the robbers 
would kill Eric, it was related. 

About four minutes after Mrs. 
Cruse was pulled in the house, 
Von Dee Cruse came to the front 
door and a robber met him at 
the doorway, holding a gun to 
Cruse’s head. 

He was forced to lie on the

1976 Olympics ‘deck' stacked 


By STAN SHALETT 

Idealism is great, but in 
sports idealism needs at least 
two parties to the ideal to 
work. 

In international sports, the 
United States enters the 
arena much as a rube enters 
a Las Vegas casino, sits down 
with the pros and attempts to 
win, 

That this country’s teams 
have any success at all is a 
demonstration of great talent 
and dedication overcoming 
fantastic odds and obstacles. 

Most of the time, American 
amateurs are competing with 
professional athletes that are 
completely subsidized by 
countries that use sports and 
competitive athletics as a 
political tool or a means of 
national pride. 

For example, the Russian 
national basketball team that 
has been traveling in the 
United States has only two 
teen-agers on its roster. 

Most of the players are in 
their 20s and some of the vet- 
erans are over 30. When we 
put together an international 
basketball team, the players 
are all college boys, because 
the amateurs can’t afford the 
time off from work to make 
the trip. 


Bobby Knight, Indiana's 
coach, says we ought to send 
our top pros to play the Rus- 
sians, That's a fair match-up. 

For years, America's ama- 
teur teams were guided or 
controlled by the late Avery 
Brundage, a millionaire who 
had tunnel vision when view- 
ing international sports. 

No matter that the Com- 
munist countries felt their 
teams were arms of the gov- 
ernment in international af- 
fairs, no matter that virtually 
every European country 
found ways to pay its ath- 
letes, usually on the gr vern- 
ment payroll (as fir:men, 
postmen, soldiers, etc.). 

We had to be simon-pure in 
the. true amateur spirit. 
American kids were going up 
against pros, winning some, 
and losing others. 

Not only were our teams 
handicapped, but the bu- 
reaucracy between the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, the 
NCAA, the U:S. Olympic 
Committee, and the various 
federations of coaching 
groups turned our interna- 
tional teams into feuding 
grounds where the athletes 
Ps murdered in the cross

I think that every sports 
ticket in the United States 
ought to have a 10-cent sur- 
charge for this country’s 
international teams. We need 
to send our athletes into com- 
petition on a continuous basis 
and we need to support people 
who need to train all the time 
and don’t get subsidization 
from any other source such 
as the NCAA’s member col- 
leges. 
I don’t think’ the United 
States should win every gold 
medal in the Olympics, but 
we shouldn't lose any because 
of lack of preparation or 
funds to get our men and 
women ready.

tary of 5 ition Wil- 
liam T. Coleman Jr., the sec- 
ond black ever'to serve as a 
Cabinet officer, is one self- 
‘avowed liberal Republican 
who thinks President Ford is 
just great, 

He made this plain during 
an interview in his office here 
in which he said he was ready 
and rarin’ to campaign for 
the President in the 1976 elec- 
tion cal 5 

. “Pl go anywhere, anytime 
to speak to anybody the Pres- 
identgwants me to,”” Coleman 
declared. 

“I find him a very good 
leader, very decisive and a 
person who really under- 

* stands the issues.” 

Coleman, a rotund man (5 


feet 7 and 185 pounds) who at . 


55 is graying at the temples, 
then leaned back in his over- 
stuffed chair, proped one foot 
up on a coffee table, and got 
something off his chest: 

“T think the press has been 
somewhat unfair to the Presi- 
dent. They haven't appreci- 

*‘ ated all the changes he has 
made in government. 

’ “Take accessibility, for ex- 
ample. Any Cabinet’ officer 
has complete access tb the 


President. I’ve seen him any- 
time I've wished. 

“T pick up the phone and 
see him within a day or so or 
talk with him on the phone. 
T’ve seen him at least two or 
three times every 10 days 
since I’ve been here.” (Cole- 

. Man was sworn in as Secre- 
tary March 7, 1975.) 

“My good friend Elliott 
Richardson tells me that I 
have already had more visits 
with the President than he 
had in five years, during 
which he held four Cabinet 
posts,” the secretary said. 
“As he recalls, when he was 
invited to the Oval Office (by 
Richard Nixon) it was only to 
bejhired or fired.”” 

‘The bespectacled Coleman 
would doubtless be a cam- 
paign asset for the President. 
Bright, buoyant and at ease 
with people, he thoroughly 
enjoys his job and public 
speaking. . 

Ae summa cum laude 
graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania and a magna 
cum laude graduate of Har- 
vard Law School, he came to 
his Cabinet post from one of 
Philadelphia’s largest and 
most prestigious law firms — 
Dilworth, Paxson, Kalish, 
Levy and Coleman. 


‘of busiest Cabinet members 


He has liberal credentials 
galore, but he also comes on 
strong in support of fiscal re- 
sponsibility. ‘Money can’t 
solve all our problems,” he 
says. 

A conservative dresser — 
he wore a dark gray pinstripe 
vested suit, gold cuff links, 
anda tie with military stripes 
— Coleman proudly recalled 
that he worked on a case 
against the giant General 
Electric Co. in which his 
firm’s client got a $29 million 
verdict. 

He served on the staff of the 
late Justice Felix Frankfur- 
ter of the U.S. Stpreme Court 
and, later, as a member of 
the U.S. delegation to the 
United Nations General As- 
sembly. 

A strong advocate of civil 
rights and equal opportunity, 
Coleman was one of the au- 
thors of the legal brief that 
helped persuade the Supreme 
Court in 1954 to outlaw racial 
segregation in public schools. 

He served as president of 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People’s legal defense and 
educational fund. 

He first met and got to 
know Mr. Ford, then a con- 
gressman, in 1964, when both 
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served on the Warren Com- 
mission on the assassination 
of President Kennedy, Cole- 
man as assistant counsel and 
Mr. ‘Ford as a commission 
member. 

The secretary is something 
of a natural politician him- 
self. As we sat down for the 
interview, he explained that 
there might be a few inter- 
ruptions, “‘because I'm trying 
to lobby.” 


He was referring to his ef- 
forts against the multimil- 
lion-dollar Senate bill to as- 
sist the nation’s ailing rail- 
roads. The day before he had 
strongly attacked the meas- 
ure as “‘completely unreason- 
able” and far too costly. 

‘There were plenty’ of inter- 
ruptions. He talked with Sen. 
Robert Griffin, R-Mich., who 
assured him the bill would not 
come up for a vote on that

day, allowing more time for 
Coleman and his aides to do 
their persuading on Capitol 
Hill. He talked with other 
senators and members of 
their staffs. ; 

‘This great-great-grandson 
of a man who operated an un- 
derground station for run- 
away slaves in St. Louis more 
than 100 years ago, is boss of 
anagency with 110,000 per- 
sonnel and a budget of $13.5 
billion.

Trend away from ss 
protest marches 


By ED ARMSTRONG 

Public demonstrations to 
influence opinion in the 
United States are no longer 
effective. 

It seems that only yester- 
day marches and rallies were 
stirring the feelings of the 
American people. 

The march was adopted in 
the 1950s by the Rev. Martin 
Luther King and other civil 
rights leaders as the tool to 
get attention for their cause. 
It was. by no means a new 
gimmick at that time. There 
are numerous marches in this 
country recorded in the his- 
tory books, but most of them 
turned out fruitless. 

For example, back in 184 a 
character named Jacob 
Coxey led a band of pro- 
testors from Ohio to the na- 
tion’s capital to demonstrate 
for their populist cause. The 
demonstration fizzled when a 
big share of the group were 
arrested for trespassing on 
government property. But 
the action gave the nation’s 
language a term which still 
lives: Coxey’s army. 

The “Bonus Expeditionary 
Force” of World War I vet- 
erans and their families 
gathered in Washington in the 
summer of 1932 to pressure 
Congress into voting them 
immediate bonuses. Demon- 
strations by the estimated 
15,000 to 20,000, who camped 
on government property near 
the Capitol, were to no avail 
as the Senate rejected the 
bonus bill. Shortly thereafter 
the Army drove the demon- 
strators out of Washington, 

rning the shacks they’d 
occupied. 

Strangely, there were few 
marches for causes through 
the remainder of the depres- 
sion years of the 1930's. Per- 
haps the people couldn’t af- 


ford such activity, or maybe 
the memory of what hap- 
pened to the veterans who 
marched on Washington dis- 
couraged would-be demon- 
strators. 

‘The development of televi- 
sion may have been the big- 
gest factor in making the 
march an effective tool of the 
civil rights cause. Leaders in 
the battle for civil rights took 
a non-violent course, but now 
and then they violated local 
laws and the directives of 
local officials in staging their 
demonstrations. 

Law enforcement authori- 
ties sometimes responded 
with brutal attacks, using 
clubs and cattle ‘prods. The 
showing of those responses on 
television and the accounts of 
them in the print media did 
more than anything else to 
create sympathy for the civil 
rights cause. 

What was probably the high 
point of civil rights demon- 
strations came in 1963 when 
an estimated 200,000 persons 
descended on Washington 
and joined in a massive but 
orderly march. 

As the civil rights 
slowed in the middle and late 
1960s, the march was taken 
over as the tool of the anti- 
war groups campaigning for 
the United States to pull out of 
the Vietnam conflict. Many of 
these demonstrations were 
centered on college campuses 
where emotional young stu- 
dents and other marchers 
broke the non-violent mold to 
engage in vandalism and de- 
struction. 

One of the major'confronta- 
tions between demonstrators 


and law enforcément came at 
' 


the Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago in 
1968. Protesters and Chicago 
policemen engaged in run- 
ning battles, and the National 
Guard had to be called out to 
man the barricades against 
the mobs which sought to in- 
fluence the convention: 

Now, the civil rights strug- 
gle has moved beyond the 
street phase, and the end of 
the Vietnam war has cooled 
the ardor of all but the most 
violent demonstrators. 

So who's using marches 
and demonstrations in an ef- 
fort to influence public 
policy? None other than the 
mayors of Chicago and New 
York. 

Dick Daley brought his 
legions to Springfield to pres- 
sure state legislators to vote 
for school funding veto over- 
rides. It was one of the 
mayor's occasional political 
miscalculations; the sight of 
him twisting arms in Spring- 
field could have only a neg: 
tive effect on downstate citi- 
zens, most of whom resent his 
clout in deciding how their 
tax money is going to be 
spent. 

After the mayor returned to 
Chicago, the override barely 
made it through the House of 
Representatives, but it 
foundered in the Senate. It 
may have been prophetic that 
another delegation of Daley 
forces coming to lobby in the 
Senate was on a train which 
derailed near Joliet. 

Recently, New York Mayor 
Abe Beame called for a mas- 
sive, demonstration to..show 
the rest of the nation how 
much New Yorkers think of 
their city. Abe was trying to 
generate some pressure on a 
reluctant President Ford to 
use the federal purse te bail 
the so-called Big Apple out of 
its financial mess. 

-Abe had such personages 
as Leonard Bernstein and 
Woody Allen joining the city’s 
politicians in praising their 
metropolis and lambasting 
the President. 

The national news media 
gave the event the coverage it 
deserved — the light, touch, 
And the rest of America re- 
sponded with a few chuckles 
— and more yawns... 

So goes the demonstration 
as a tool for influencing pub- 
lie opinion today.

“general unrest in the bond 
market will make it difficult to 
sell revenue bonds at a 
reasonable interest rate. 

Fiscal authorities estimated 
that the bonds would have to 
carry at least eight per cent 
interest—and still would not 
sell, unless they were 
discounted about another five 
per cent to make their sale 
more attractive 

Between the high interest rate 
and the discounting~“of the 
bonds, local users of the sewers 
could be paying a total of about 
13 per cent interest on the 
estimated $3,436,700 _to 
$4,000,000 in bonds to be sold to 
finance the logal share of 
construction’ costs. 

The interest could run as high 
as $700,000 and the discounting 
could cost another $300,000 or 
more, Juneau explained. 

In addition, use of revenue 
bonds paid back by user fees 
would mean interest would start 
as soon as the bonds are sold, 
and the interest would continue 
through the construction of the 
sewers, he noted. 

With general obligation 
bonds, backed by a, tax levy, 
interest could be held to five or 
six per cent and the interest 
would ‘not start until the com- 
pletion of construction, he 
related. 

“People just don’t like taxes, 
and we know that,” Juneau 
said. He added, however, “I 
think people would rather pay 
$30 to $50 on their annual tax 
bills for Sewers, instead of $14 to 

$16 per month ‘in user fees. 

“We are going to pay for 
sewers, no matter how we go 
They are not cheap. 

“Even a septic tank which 
meets the county’s standards 
costs a minimum of $1,000 

“So, about $30 per year for 
sewers, until the bonds are paid 
off, is not too much to ask," 
Juneau continued. 

“Here we have a chance to 
get the sewers at about one- 
fourth the cost, with state 

’ grants paying nearly three- 
fourths. We may never have 
this opportunity again. 


“There are very few 


communities which have 
received actual construction 
grant offers, and if we do not 
fake advantage of it, that 
money will go to another 
community,” he said. 

The state has offered a 
$10,309,900 grant for the 
program, he explained. 

“The committee has been 
endeavoring for five years to 
get sewers for this community 
at the lowest possible cost and 
we feel we have arrived at the 
best possible solution,” Juneau 
asserted. 

He also noted that most of the 
developers and “big land 
owners” in the area to be served 
have indicated they want to be 
in the program, even though 
their taxes would rise. 

“They realize the tremendous 
boon these sewers are going to 
be to future growth in this area 
and to their own benefit. 

“The day still may come 
when the federal or state 
government tells the county it 
must. get rid of septic tanks, 
which are causing a health 
nuisance. Then, the cost would 
be much greater to build the 
sewers, especially since we 
would be carrying the whole 
load,”” Juneau told the Press- 
Record. 

Sparks said at the Chamber of 
Commerce committee meeting 
that he feels the Nameoki, 
Chouteau and Venice residents 
who will be served will support 
the sewer committee in efforts 
to establish the special taxing 
district. 

“This particular program 
looks like a more feasible 
program than we have ever 
worked on. It is even better 
than the revenue bond 
program we had _ been 
working on. 

“In addition te a lower 
monthly or annual cost, there 
will be a very small or no tap- 
on fee," Sparks emphasized. 

He said a “very detailed 
gathering of information” is 
being initiated to determine the 
boundaries of the proposed 
taxing district, the assessed 
valuation within the district, 
and whether there is anyone

who should be excluded from 
sewer service. 
“The way this is shaping up, 
we don’t anticipate anyone 
wanting out, but if there is a 
large subdivision or big chunk 
of land that wants out, we could 
always draw, the boundaries 
to exclude them, 
Sparks commented. 

He said the committee would 
prefer not to exclude anyone 
who could be served by the new 
sewers, since decreasing the 
size of the taxing district would 
decrease the assessed valuation 
and potentially jeopardize the 
financial base for the program. 

He explained that tentative 
boundaries have been drawn 
which are to be considered by 
bonding attorneys within the 
next week or so. When they are 
approved by the attorneys, the 
final assessed valuation of the 
district will be determined. 

If the assessed valuation is 
close to the $60 million mark, 
planning can continue in order 
to establish the district. 

Every resident of the district 
must be notified by mail of 
plans to hold a public hearing on 
the taxing district proposal. 

Those who wish to speak or 
present a written statement at 
the public hearing are to 
respond by mail, notifying the 
committee of their intentions to 
do so. 

A transcript is to be made of 
the public hearing. 

The tax levy then may be 
established and submitted to 
the Madison County clerk for 
annual collection after the 
sewers have been completed. 

Under the 1970-Ilinois Con- 
stitution and .a 1973  in- 
terpretation of the law, 51 per 
cent of the proposed users and 
51 per cent of landowners in the 
new taxing district would have 
to sign a petition opposing the 
creation of the district in order 
to defeat it. 

During the period that the tax 
district is being established, the 
fiscal advisers and bonding 
attorneys will be making 
preparations to sell the general 
obligation bonds. They can be 
sold as soon as the tax has been 
assured, it is believed. 

“They have told us they will 
have no problems selling the 
bonds, since they are assured of 
repayment by tax funds,” 
Sparks said.

While the establishing of the 
tax district and the” 
preparations to sell the bonds: 
are in progress the committee 
can continue to prepare for 
actual construction. 

“We have been told the 
state Environmental 
Protection Agency will give 
final approval to our con- 
struction plans within” the 
next 20 days,” Sparks said, 
“and we can offer 
specifications to contractors 
by March 20 for bids. 

“We hope to open the bids 
April 26 and award contracts 
by May 1,” Sparks noted. 

As soon as the contracts have 
been awarded and it is known 
how many bonds will have to be 
sold to raise the local share of 
tlie construction cost, the bond 
sales can begin, he said. 

“We do not anticipate that 
contractors will want to begin 
work before the bonds are sold 
and they are assured of getting 
their money, but some: might 
get started soon after the bond 
sale starts. 

“We do not expect it will take 
long to sell the general 
obligation bonds,” Sparks said. 

“We have broken the work up 
into 13 projects and expect that 
at least 10 contractors will 
receive contracts for the work. 

“By breaking the program up 
into smaller phases, we feel the 
actual construction should be 
completed 12 to 18 months after 
it starts,” he continued. 

Mid-1977 is a target date for 
completion of the entire project, 
and some areas may receive 
service before others, he said. 

‘One segment of the project is 
the construction of a line 
through State Park Place and to 
the Collinsville sewers, linking 
State Park to the Collinsville 
treatment plant. 

Contracts have yet to be 
signed with Collinsville of- 
ficials, Sparks said, but he 
noted that the Collinsville plant 
financing included a grant as a 
regional treatment plant. 

Regional plants received 
funds because the government 
expected them to serve new 
areas, he contended

powerful attack. The climax 
came with the mob slaying in 
St. Louis of a Negro deckhand 
named Mcintosh, Jailed for 
killing a white man who had 
grossly abused him, McIntosh: 
was seized by a mob, chained to 
a stump and burned to death. 

His charred corpse was left 
unburied. The action of the 
crowd was sanctioned by City 
Judge Lawless, at a subsequent 
trial. 

The action aroused the editor. 
Lovejoy launched a bitter at- 
tack on the misuse of justice. 

Threatened again and again, 
and ‘feeling that this attack 
could best be carried out across 
the. river in Alton, Lovejoy 
announced his coming move in 
the June 29, 1837, issue of the 
Observer. 

But Lovejoy was to find 
himself unwelcome in Alton, 
too. 

Within a few days, the 
bustling river port was to be 
chartered as a city and it en- 
visioned a prosperous and 
growing future. 

Much of the trade, by 
riverboat, was with the South. 

Some men with money in- 
vested didn’t want the young 
editor-preacher, newly arrived, 
to alienate the friendship of the 
South while the rival town of St. 
Louis boomed. 

A few days after the an- 
nouncement, the press was 
boxed for shipment to Alton. 

Before it could be tran- 
sported, much of the press was 
destroyed and thrown into the

river by undetected men. 

What was left of the press was 
shipped to Alton and was 
unloaded on the Alton wharf 
early on a Sunday morning. 
Curious crowds inspected the 
press during the day. Sometime 
that night, what was left of the 
press and the type was 
destroyed and tossed into the 
river. 

A new press arrived in Alton 
Sept. 8, 1836. A few days later, 
the first issue of the ‘Alton 
Observer” appeared. 

On June 29, 1837, Lovejoy 
published a ‘‘call’’ for 
signatures to petitions for the 
abolition of slavery in the 
District of Columbia. 

The following week he 
published his reasons, evidently 
written on July 4, for forming 
without delay an‘‘Illinois State 
Anti-Slavery Society.” 

Such a society was soon 
organized by the Rev. T. B. 
Hurlbut of Upper Alton. 

Citizens disapproving of the 
editorial policy of the Observer 
called a public meeting at the 
market square (later Lincoln- 
Douglas) on July 21, 1837. 

Lovejoy counteracted by 
writing an editorial entitled, 
“What are the doctrines of the 
anti-slavery men?” 

A mob attempted to assault 
Lovejoy on Aug. 21, 1837- 

Later that night, they broke 
into the Observer fice and 
destroyed the press and type. 

Friends of Lovejoy raised 
money for a third press which 
arrived Sept. 21, 1837. 

‘A guard was posted to protect 
the new press but, after retired, 
12 men entered ‘the Godfrey- 
Gillman warehouse and rolled 
the press to the river bank, 
where it was smashed and cast 
into the river. 

A new press was ordered 
immediately, Meanwhile, a 
public meeting was held calling 


“for free press and free speech. 


A committee was organized to 
study the problem in Alton. 

Cyrus Edwards, then a 
member of the state Senate and 
Whig candidate for governor, 
was elected chairman of the 
committee. 

The committee advised 
Lovejoy to abandon his mission 
in Alton. 

While the editor had the right 
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to “entertain and promulgate 
anti-slavery views, it was not 
expendient that he should do 
so.” 

‘To promote peace and har- 
mony in the city, he was asked 
to sever his connection with the 
Paper. 

Lovejoy, although aware of 
the- danger ‘he was facing, 
elected to stay in Alton. 

The fourth press, shipped 
from Cincinnati, arrived in 
Alton on the night of Nov. 6. 

Sixty well-armed men 
gathered to guard the press in 
Gillham’s warehouse, but only a 
few remained the night of Nov. 


7. 

Nothing happed until 10 p.m. 
‘Then the mob began to gather 
as if by prearranged 
agreement. 

The leaders stepped forward 
to announce the building would 
be burned if the press were not 
turned over to the mob. 

It was in protecting the 
building and the press from fire 
that Lovejoy lost his life. 

‘The press was takén, broken 
up, and cast. into the 
Mississip| but the Observer 
did not die. 

Elisha W. Chester printed the 
Observer in Cincinnati for 
several years. 

Rev. Hurlbut acted as the 
Alton agent, distributing the 
paper and reporting local news. 

‘The history of Lovejoy and 
the “‘Alton Observer’’ is more 
than the tale of an abolitionist 
effort. 

A far greater freedom was 
involved. This freedom of press 
and of speech had . been 
established by the bold 
American patriots who 
sacrificed life and wealth to 
secure liberty for all. 

Men such as Elij. 
Lovejoy have stood — 
sometimes failed — to maintain 
this freedom for every 
American, 

In_ Lovejoy’s words, this 
freedom is expressed: 

“But gentlemen, as long as I 
am an American citizen and as 
long as American blood runs in 
my veins, I shall hold myself at 
liberty to speak, to write, and to 
publish whatever I please on my 
subject — being amenable to 
the laws of my country for the 
same.” ‘

One of the ways to strengthen 
the future economy of the 
downtown district, he added, is 
in the development : of com- 
mercial enterprises. In this 
respect, the council was told, a 
committee has been named to 
work toward bringing new 
business’ into the area. 

Cooperation of city officials 
will be essential, he said, to 
acquire property through 
processes of eminent domain in 
instances where acquisition, of 
property is necessary, and in 
the solution of traffic problems. 

He noted that the city’s plan 
for construction of an overpass 
to connect West Granite City 
and the downtown area is a big 
step toward redevelopment of

Car costs average 
over °3 each day 


SPRINGFIELD — The 
American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, after a comprehen- 
sive study, reports that it 
costs thé motorist an average 
of $3.25 a day to own a car, 
even if it’s never driven. Add 
another 6% cents for each 
mile it’s driven. 

Car costs are broken down 
into two categories — fixed 
and variable costs. Fixed 
costs average about $1,186 
annually, or $3.25 a day. 
Fixed costs include fire and 
theft insurance, $53; $100 de- 
ductible collision insurance, 
$141; property damage and 
liability insurance, $189; li- 
cense and registration fees, 
$30, and .depreciation, $733. 

AAA estimates that depre- 
ciation costs increase $32 for 
every 1,000 miles the car is 
driven over 15,000 miles an. 
nually. 

The second category, vari- 
able costs, includes gasoline 
and oil, 4.82 cents a-mile; rou- 
tine maintenance, 97 cents, 
and tires, 66 cents a day. 

In a year’s time, between 
1974 and 1975, fixed costs 
have increased 8.7 per cent 
and variable costs 13 per 
cent. 

Motorists should be aware 
that these are average costs 
based on an_ intermediate 
size, 8-cylinder, two-door 
hardtop sedan equipped with 
standard accessories, auto- 
matic transmission, power 
steering, power disc brakes 
and radio.

SPRINGFIELD — Now 
that the sneeze, cough and 
ache season is with us again, 
it might be timely to remem- 
ber that old proverb which 
reminds us that the untreated 
cold, left to run its course, 
will drag on for a week, while 
the cold given prompt, 
medically sound treatment 
can usually be controlled 
within seven days. 

The Illinois department of 
public health is compiling a 
handy list of what to do when 
the cold germ comes. 

First, they urge, remember 
that despite all your precau- 
tions, the chances are you're 
going to catch a cold anyway 
—or a cold is going to catch 
you. More accurately, the 
chances are a whole bunch of 
colds are going to catch you. 

There are more than 100 
different types of cold 
viruses, most of them capa- 
ble of producing as many as 
10,000 offspring within the 
first hour after they enter an 
unsuspecting host organism

emphasis on fruit juices and 
hot liquids, take aspirin if you 
ache or have-a fever, and fol-

Mrs. Leahy said the depart- 
ment’s 1,239 adoptive 
placements in a 12-month 
period ending June 30, 1975, 
were the highest total ever. It 
represented a 23 per cent in- 
crease over the 1,006 children 
placed during the previous 12 
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months. 

“This increase was achieved 
despite a sharp nationwide drop 
in adoptive placements because 
of fewer adoptive infants due to 
abortions, the pill, and more 
unwed mothers electing to keep 
their children,” Mrs. Leahy 
said. “‘A majority of the 
children placed were minority, 


Jan, 8-11, 1976 
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handicapped, school-age or 


otherwise hard-to-place.”” 

The department’s sub- 
sidized adoption program 
contributed to the increase, 
Mrs. Leahy said. Under this 
program, the department 
may provide financial help to 
low-income families to meet 
the everyday expenses of 
rearing a child. 

Subsidies also are granted for 
legal fees connected with 


adoption, for special medical or 
rehabilitative care for children 
with physical or. emotional 
handicaps, and for special 
educational services. Subsidies 
must be less than the depart- 
ment would pay to maintain the 
child in foster care. 

This program has also made 
it possible for many families to 
adopt more than one child, 
meaning that some natural 
brothers and sisters were able 
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to stay together. 

IJlinois’ child abuse 
legislation was streamlined in 
1975, with passage of the new 
Abused and Neglected Child 
Reporfing Act. The new law: 

1. Grants immunity to all 
citizens who report cases of 


(Suspected abuse. 


2. Adds sexual abuse and 
mental injury to the definition 
of abuse. 

3. Extends protection of the 
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Jaw to persons up to age 18 
(formerly 16). 

4. Permits a physician to 
retain a child ina hospital under 
temporary protective custody 
while the department | in- 
vestigates the circumstances of 
the abusive episode. 

To facilitate its response to 
emergency calls involving child 
abuse, the department 
established a 24-hour hotline’ 
service to cover every area of 
the state. 

In June 1975, the department 
began awarding grants to 
community organizations to 
develop or expand child abuse 
prevention and intervention 
programs. By the end of the 
year, $675,000 ;tad been 
authorized for two dozen groups 
as “seed money” to. promote 
local services in 15 com- 
munities. 

In cooperation with the 
University of Illinois School of 
Social Work, three DCFS area 
offices (Peoria, Decatur and 
Champaign) developed child. 
abuse training programs for. 
school personnel, law en- 
forcement’ officers and social. 
workers. The training efforts 
were part of a plan to identify 
roles of various agencies in 
child abuse intervention and to 
develop contracts between 
them for more effective child 
protective services. 

To afford greater protection 
for children who must be cared 
for outside their own homes, the 
department—in cooperation 
with statewide committees of 
professionals, parents, and day 
care providers—developed new 
standards for all types of day 
care facilities: They will take 
effect in early 1976. The 
department licenses more than 
8,000 day care facilities. 

To improve communication, 
Director Leahy created a 


- Foster Parent Council. Purpose 


of the statewide 22-member 
advisory group is to give foster 
parents an opportunity to bring 
problems and proposed 
solutions directly to the at- 
tention to top department of- 
ficials. 

In December, the department 
mailed copies of a new foster 
parent guide to 6,000. depart- 
ment foster parents. 

For the third consecutive 
year, the department included a 
$5 bonus for each foster child in 
the checks mailed to foster 
parents at Christmas. 

To limit out-of-home 
placement of children, the 
department broadened _ its 
advocacy programs. The 
programs get people, other than 
professionals, involved in 
working with children and 
families. 

Last year, the department 
had 11 advocacy programs 
under contract with agencies’to 
serve 507 children in Chicago, 
Decatur, ‘Bloomington, 
Springfield, Champaign, 
Marion and Joliet. 

Legislation passed by the 79th 
Illinois General Assembly af- 
fected the Illinois Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Children's School in 
Normal, operated by DCFS. 
Previously, only children of 
veterans could be served at 
ISSCS. The new legislation 
permits the school to accept 
children of non-veterans. 

Services to veterans residing 
at the department-operated 
Illinois Veterans Home in 
Quincy also were strengthened. 
Major improvements include 
addition of a social service 
program, establishment of an 
‘inhalation therapy section to 
treat pulmonary disorders, and 
initiation of annual physical 
examinations for residents. 

To make its services more 
accessible, the department 
opened nine new service offices 
in 1975. This brings to 95 the 
number of field offices the 
department has in operation. 

By moving offices closer to 
clients, the DCFS staff has been 
able to spend a greater per- 
centage of time in direct 
casework. t 

By moving into smaller, less 
expensive offices (and with 
communities donating some 
space) department  ex- 
penditures for rental of real 
property decreased from 
$710,000 in fiscal 1973 to $618,000 
in fiscal 1975. 

The offices opened in 1975 
included 5519 Forest Blvd. in 
East St. Louis.

The family moved to a 
farm near Saybrook and she 
was graduated from Say- 
brook High School in 1948,

“Like it or not, every one of us 
is affected by the divorces 
granted in our courts each 
day,” in the opinion of a Granite 
City attorney, Marvin Barnes, 
who is among those handling 
part of the big volume of 
divorce cases. 

Barnes believes that many 
divorces affect the overall 
economy by increasing welfare 
costs. When a husband does not 
pay child support, it forces the 
family to seek help through 
public aid agencies and_even- 
tually results in taxes being 
raised to meet those increases, 
he explains. 

“Children usually suffer 
economic difficulties in ob- 
taining a proper education,” he 
adds, ‘and that’s not including 
those who develop an emotional 
problem, which sometimes 
results from divorces.”’ 

Barnes says that when a 
couple ‘“‘solves” its marital 
problems 'through divorce 
proceedings, the: nation’s 
employment is also affected, 
since the wife usually is forced 
to seek employment inorder to 
support herself. 

“T also believe thate the 
nation’s ecohomic situation has 
an effect on the number of 
divorces. 

“When poverty strikes a 
family, many times love goes 
out the windlow.” 

In the year just ended, 473 
Quad-City area couples ob- 
tained divorce decrees in the 
Madison County Circuit Court. 

Three other local couples 
obtained annulments 

A total of 1,900 couples filed 
for divorce throughout Madison 
County, an increase of 82 over 
1974. 

Countywide, 1,379 couples 
were divorced. 

Another 427 divorce cases 
were still pending in the courts 
as of Jan. 1, and 94 were 
dismissed during the year when 
those filing for divorce dropped 
the court action, 

More couples who were 
married in July ended their 
marriage than those married in 
any other month of the year 
‘Those married in the month. of 
February obtained the fewest 
divorces in 1975 

One Quad-City area couple 
was married for 36 years, and 
another for only one week. 

Due to the way the Illinois

@ruelty was the principal 
charge in divorce suits, totaling 


423, followed by 40 for desertion, 
“four for physical cruelty, three 
for fraud, two for felony con- 
viations and one for adultery. 
The courts restored former 
names to 93 Quad-City women. 
* Of the couples divorced, 231 
had no children 
The remaining 242 Quad-City 
area couples divorced in 1975 
had a combined total of 533 
children 
“A truly accurate count of 
broken families is almost im- 
possible,” says Attorney 
Barnes, “because you would be 


surprised how many couples 
reunite and remarry each 
other.” 

‘As noted, 94 Madison. County 
couples who filed for divorce in 
1975 later settled their dif- 
ferences through means other 
than the courts. 

‘A comparison of marriages 
and divorces during the first six 
months of last year shows 457 
Quad-City area couples joined 
hands in matrimony while 192 
couples were divorced during 
the same period.

Democrats claim balanced ticket

SPRINGFIELD — Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley sin- 
glehandedly chose Michael 
Bakalis for the Democratic 
nomination for comptroller. 

Of course, Gov. Dan 
Walker says Daley handpicks 
the entire slate, and many 
persons around the state 
believe Walker when he says 
that. _ = 

But if that is the case — and 
we do not think it is that sim- 
ple — he at least does so with 
a broad consensus of other 
politicians. 

In talking with dozens of 
the slatemakers and most of 
the prospective candidates, 
we found virtually unanimous 
satisfaction with the shuffle 
which produced Michael J. 
Howlett for governor; Neil F. 
Hartigan for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, Alan J. Dixon for. sec- 
retary of state and Cecil A. 
Partee for attorney general. 

We heard numerous minor 
complaints about Bakalis, 
however, and he was severely 
criticized in public by one of 
the Chicago ward committee- 
men. ‘ 

How, then, did Bakalis end 
up on the ticket? 


* the Democratic Party, and he 


thinks he is particularly 
strong because of his stand on 
educational issues. 

Bakalis’ real strength lies 
in the fact he is strongest 
where the Democrats are the 
weakest — in the suburbs. 

Although he is considered 
by many not to be a down- 
Stater, he is a former profes- 
sor at Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity at DeKalb, and he 
currently resides in Downers 
Grove, DuPage County. 

DuPage is the second 
largest county in the state, 
and the chairman of the 
County Central Committee, 
House Speaker William Red- 
mond of Bensenville en- 
dorsed Bakalis early in his 
bid for office.

Bakalis campaigned as an 
educator, not a_ politician,

the 1970 election. His candi- 
dacy shows he is just another 
politician, out for any office 
he can get. 

Some observers think he is 
@ poor administrator, and 
they question whether he has 


any special ability or interest ~ 


in the state’s fiscal matters. 
Many Democratic county 
ne are net comfort- 
him, at least in part 
because he did not dismiss as 
many Republicans as they 
would have liked. 
That uneasiness surfaced 


only when Matthew Bieszcat, 
a ward committeeman in 
Chicago, blasted Bakalis in 
full view of the 400 or so in at- 
tendance. He said Bakalis 
told the organization in 1970 
that he could raise his own 
campaign money but then 
asked for help. He said 
Bakalis pledged loyalty to the 
party and then did not follow 
through. He accused Bakalis 
of not supporting Daley at the 
1972 Democratic convention. 

Bakalis said Bieszcat was 
mistaken about his conven- 
tien vote, and said that John 
Touhy, chairman of the State 
Central Committee, could 
confirm his position. Touhy 
made no move to do so, at 
least publicly. 

But when they went behind 
closed doors, Chicago Alder- 
man Ed Burke, an influential 
committeeman, made a 
strong pitch for Bakalis. He 
cited his energy, his vision 
and his 473,000 vote plurality 
(57 per cent) in 1970. Even

Scott could win an appoint-

Historic college restored 


By JOAN MURARO 

PEORIA — Only about 15 
miles northwest of the Peoria 
county seat is the site of one 
of the earliest educational un- 
dertakings in Illinois. Jubilee 
College, established to the 
“glory of God” in 1839, and 
brought down by bad luck and 
the Civil War in 1862, during 
its brief history it owned 
some 4,000 acres of land, had 
a flock’ of 2,000 sheep, oper- 
ated a sawmill and a flour 
mill, and offered a theologi- 
cal department, a college pa- 
per, a boy’s preparatory 
school, and a girl's seminary. 

Though three attempts 
were made, after the Civil 
War, to reopen the college, 
none lasted for long. In 1933, 
the college and its grounds, 
which by then were down to 
96 acres, were given to the 
state as a permanent memo- 
rial. The tract has now been 
increased to 1,529 acres, and 
the state conservation de- 
partment is currently restor- 
ing the building both inside 
and out, to its original ap- 
pearance. 

Jubilee College was 
founded by Bishop Philander 
Chase, a New Hampshire na- 
tive born to English parents 
200 years ago. Before ordina- 
tion he served as a mission- 
ary in remote stretches of 
New York state, learning to 
love the wandering mission 
service. He subsequently 
founded Christ Church in 
New Orleans, and served in 
Hartford, Conn., but turned to 
mission work in Ohio, where 
he founded Kenyon College; 
and became the first bishop 
of Ohio. 

He retired in 1831 to Michi- 
gan, but four years later, at 
the age of 60, he was called to 
assume leadership of a new 
Episcopal diocese which in- 
cluded churches spread from 
Jacksonville, Rushville and 
Peoria to Chicago. Distressed 
at the lack of ministers, he 
traveled to England and 
raised funds to found an Epis- 
copal seminary in Llinois. He 
brought his family from their 
Michigan farm to Peoria 
County and, in 1836, erected a 
log cabin he called the 
“Robin's Nest,” because, he 


said, it was ‘“‘made of mud 
and sticks and full of young 
ones.” Within sight of this 
family cabin he located his 
school, on a bluff overlooking 
the Kickapoo valley. 

The cornerstone was laid in 
1839 for the chapel which 
served the parish as well as 
the college. The doors opened 
in 1840, with an emphasis on 
sound education and an out- 
standing curriculum for its 
day. 

Fees were $100 for a full 
year's tuition and board, but 
students unable to pay could 
still attend, aided by the col- 
lege’s thriving side busi- 
nesses. In its brief history 
some students were gradu- 
ated who later achieved 
prominence, among them 
James S, Ewing, who became 
ambassador to Belgium, and 
Adlai Stevenson, vice presi- 
dent in the second Cleveland 
administration. 

In 1849 luck turned against 
the school. The mill burned 
down, Kickapoo creek 
flooded and most of the crops 
were lost. Bishop Chase died 
in 1852, and though the school 
stayed afloat for a while by 
selling off its land, it closed 10 
years later, 

Attractions at Jubilee Col- 
lege State Park, just north of 
U.S. Rt. 150 near Peoria, are 
the Bishop’s grave site, and 
the college building, now be- 
ing renovated. Of hewn na- 
tive stone in Gothic style with 
a slender spire, it served the 
student body as well as the 
Lord, since a classroom was 
part of the structure, and a 
dormitory building was later 
attached'to the structure. The 
dormitory offered small bed- 
rooms, each with a double- 
decked bed, a library, and the 
post office, where Bishop 
Qhase served as postmaster. 

Today's visitors will find 
picnicking with a pavilion, 
Picnic tables, stoves, water, 
and flush toilets. There are 
camping areas for tent and 
trailer camping, with a 
trailer disposal. and some 
electricity. For hikers, sever- 
al unmarked trails run 
through the wooded areas 
and the nearby Rock Island 
trail is managed from Jubilee 


State awaiting 4.6 
million tax returns 


The director of the state 
agency that processes Illinois 
income tax returns said Wed- 
nesday that taxpayers ex- 
pecting refunds this year will 
get them sooner if their returns 
are filed early and accurately 

State Revenue Director 
Robert H. Allphin said the 
Department of Revenue expects 
to process 4,6 million personal 
income tax returns this year, a 
record number. More than 2.5 
million people are expected to 
receive a tax refund. 

The state revenue depart- 
ment, which processes returns 
on a first-come, first-seryed 
basis, is encouraging taxpayers 
to file early, Allphin noted. 

“One reason is that the 
volume of returns continues to 
grow throughout the filing 
period,” he said. “As that 
happens, the time it takes to 

the returns increases. 

“Experiences also tells us 
that people are more likely to 
make mistakes if they wait until 
the last minute to file. The 
correspondence and ad- 
justments it takes to correct 
these returns could take weeks. 
Such delays can be avoided withr 


prompt and proper filing.” 

“Simple oversights are the 
cause of most errors, Common 
mistakes last year included 
failure to attach W-2 
statements, transposition of 
digits in the Social Security 
number, and failure to sign the 
return.” 

Use of the checklist on the 
cover of this year's Illinois tax 
booklet, Allphin said, can. help 
taxpayers avoid the most 
commonly made mistakes. 

Allphin reminded taxpayers 
that assistance is available 
from district offices of the 
department in Champaign, 
Chicago, Wheaton, Rockford. 
Rock Island, Peoria, 
Springfield, East St. Louis, 
Marion and Lincolnwood. 

The department also has a 
toll-free telephone to handle 
Fequests for information and 
assistance—1-800-252-8972.

Mine research 
center in state 


Operational planning for a 1. ,600 i in '75; 


$1.5 million research station to 
be run by the U.S. Bureau of 
Mines began today in Car- 
bondale, according to Sidney 
Marder, director of the division 
of energy of the Illinois 
Department of Business and 
Economic Development. 

State and federal officials met 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale. Marder said he 
feels that “a main reason sucha 
federal facility has been ap- 
proved for Illinois is the 
establishment of a state coal 
extraction center at SIUC. 

He continued, “The Bureau of 
Mines station will be a major 
advantage to future research on 
Illinois coal because mine 
safety and land reclamation 
studies, development _ of 
processes for secondary 
recovery, and means of in- 
creasing mine productivity will 
now be expanded within the 
state.”

Illinois prisoners increase by 


“Despite a sharp rise in state 
prison populations from 6,400 to 
8,000 during 1975, there was a 
significant decrease in tension 
and violence in the depart- 
ment's institutions,” Director 
Allyn R. Sielaff of the Illinpis 
Department of Corrections said 
today. 

Sielaff attributed an im- 
proved situation to the 
achievement of reforms on a 
number of fronts during the 
past year: 

Better security 
saratcal reduced the in- 
cidence of gang pressures and 
assaults by individuals. 

2. Professionally conducted 
training of correctional officers 
and other staff was increased 50 
per cent in 1975. The Correc- 
tional Training Academy 
provided 119,792 hours of formal 
training—70,992 over the 
previous year. 

3. More humane living con- 
ditions resulted from continued 
physical plant renovations, 
including completion of elec- 
trical outlets in 2,725 cells and 
hot water systems in 3,700 cells. 
“Many of these installations 
were in institutions such as 
Joliet, Pontiac and! Menard 
which had existed 100 years 
without such modern 
necessities,” he commented 

4. Avenues for legitimate 
resolution of resident 
grievances were increased with 
expanded juvenile and adult 
advocacy services, ad- 
ministrative review board 
hearings and community legal 
representation 

Sielaff also cited as a 
highlight that Illinois has kept 
pace with a national trend of 


declining parole pecidivinn 
rates. 

According toUniform Parole 
Reports issued: in 1975, parole 
violations totaled 14.8 per cent 
for releases during a one-year 
follow-up since 1973, as com- 
pared with 19.6 per cent in 1970. 

Noting that reduced 
recidivism has been attributed 
by some researchers to the 
positive results of new 
programs, Sielaff said he is 
particularly pleased with the 
development of program in- 
novations involving the 
cooperation of other agencies 
and the private sector. 

Among the innovations listed 
were: a joint effort with the 
Department of ' General Ser- 
vices in opening a full-service 
state garage at the Stateville 
Correctional Center; medical 
services provided for the Joliet 
Correctional Center by local 
doctors in group practice. 

‘The beginning of a statewide 
network of employment ser- 
vices for ex-offenders furnished 
by local agencies; the support 
of community colleges in 
providing academic and 
vocational training in juvenile 
and adult facilities. 

Implementation of a four- 
phase drug abuse program at 
the Pontiac Correctional Center 
in conjunction with the 
Department of Mental Health 
and Dangerous Drugs Com- 
mission; assumption of full 
responsibility for the Unified 
Delinquency Intervention 
Service (UDIS). 

Recruiting and training of 
volunteers by the Ministry of 
Criminal Justice to assist of- 
fenders and their families

IWinois park recalls 
memories of Lincoln 


Editor's Note: This is one 
of a series on Ilinols’ state 
parks and memorials.

SPRINGFIELD — ‘Just 
nature’’ is the chief charm of 
a little state park established 
only a few years ago, a short 
drive north from this capital 
city. 
Located at the south edge of 
Lincoln, Railsplitter State 
Park surrounds the Lincoln 
State School Annex, and was 
in fact developed from a tract 
acquired in 1970 by the State 
Conservation Department 
from the Illinois Department 
of Mental Health, which oper- 
ates the state school. 

Development of the park 
began the following year 
Presently Railsplitter State 
Park encompasses 748 acres. 

Native birds and wildlife 
abound in the tract which also 
is endowed heavily with oak, 
walnut, sycamore, ash, hack- 
berry and hickory trees. 

During fishing weather, 
fishermen can try for large 
and smallmouth bass, blue- 
gill, sunfish, crappie, channel 
catfish, bullheads and carp in 
Salt Creek, which runs along 
the property. Canoeing is al- 
lowed on the river and those 
-who work up hearty outdoor 
appetites watching the antics 
of the plentiful squirrels, rab- 
bits and even raccoons, will 
find a number of secluded 
picnic areas with tables, out- 
door stoves and toilets. 

A long, looping nature trail 
winds around itself adjacent 
to Salt Creek, for visitors in- 
terested in nature hiking 

There is a car top boat 
launch. The park can be 
entered off Ill. Rt. 66, either 
north or south of the state 
school. 

For those whose interest in 
the raccoon and rabbit palls 
after a while, two other 
scenic sites managed by the 
State Conservation Depart- 
ment lie handily nearby 

In Lincoln itself is the re- 
constructed Postville court- 
house, and at Mt. Pulaski is 
the Metamora courthouse. 
Both have associations- with 
Abraham Lincoln from his 
days as a circuit rider. 

The Metamora courthouse 
is one of two actual remain- 
ing court structures from the 
old Eighth judicial circuit. 
‘The other, for courthouse en- 


nian, is in Mt. Pulaski 


The two structures are 
diametrically opposed in just 
about everything except their 
Lincoln ties. Metamora is 
authentic, is ranked as an ex- 
cellent example of classic 
revival architecture and is 
noteworthy for"its splendid 
use of native materials. 

igned and built in 1845 
by a local contractor who, 
baked his own bricks, felled 
timbers in a nearby forest 
and cut and hauled his own 
logs, the building cost $4,400 
and remained in use as a 
county court seat until 1894, 
‘Thereafter the building was 
used for various public 
gatherings and became a 
state memorial in 1921 when a 
number of later ‘“embellish- 
ments’’ were removed, to re- 
store it to its classic appear- 
ance. 

By contrast, the Postville 
courthouse, which cost 
$1,176.83 to build, is of a plain, 
uncompromising design with 
two stories, a stone founda- 
tion, a big chimney at each 
end, and walnut siding. 

The county seat was moved 
from Postville to Mt. Pulaski 
and then back to Lincoln, 
where the growing com- 
munity finally reached out 
and encircled the Postville 
courthouse. 

For many years the final 
owner of the site tried to get 
the county to take over the 
property, without success, 
and for some time it provided 
rent-free shelter to an im- 
poverisherdl family. In 1929, 
Henry Ford purchased it and 
moved the courthouse to 
Greenfield village at Dar- 
born, Mich., a move which 
belatedly but without effect 
aroused local opposition to 
loss of the landmark. 

The state acquired the site 
from the county in 1953 and 
began reconstruction at once 
— ironically, by obtaining 
plans from the original in 
Michigan 

As an historical note: it was 
at the Metamora courthouse 
Lincoln reportedly was in dif- 
ficulty as he defended 
Melissa Goings, charged with 
killing her husband. During a 
recess ‘she asked Lincoln 
where she could get a drink of 
water, He reportedly told 
hers ‘Tennessee has darn 
good water.’’ She was never 
seen in Illinois again.

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Planning advances for 
building at Chouteau 


Plans for a Chouteau 
Township building to be used as 
a combination Town Hall and 
Community Center ‘are 
beginning to take shape rapidly 
as the Town Board of Auditors 
and the. township’s Community 
Development Committee have 
reached agreement.on the 
general layout of the building 
and are beginning to consider 
its furnishings. 

John Rapp of Alton, architect 
of the proposed building, met 
Monday night with the town 
board and with the Community 
Development Committee to 
present a proposed floor layout 
and to discuss building 
materials. 

Rapp noted that he had been 
asked to design a building which 
could be constructed for about 
$22 per square foot and 
presented plans for a 60 by 85 
foot building which would 
contain a 60 by 60 foot open area 
for community activities and a 
60 by 25 foot area for township 
office space. 

He said one contractor had 
roughly estimated #he could 


construct the building for $22.11 
per square foot, a total of about 
$112,761. 

“There is no degree of ex- 
travagance here and for trying 
for a building costing $22 per 
square foot, I don’t know how 
you're going to get any closer,” 
Rapp told those present. - 

The township is financing the 
building with a combination of 
federal revenue sharing funds 
and its Community Develop- 
ment grant allocations over the 
three-year period of the 
Community Development 
Program. 

It is estimated Community 
Development grants over the 
three years will total, $81,000 
($12,508 has been received thus 
far), and reyenue sharing 
allocations will total $58,000, for 
an estimated $149,000 available 
to construct the building. 

Due to the uncertainty about 
the future of federal revenue 
sharing and rising construction 
costs, the township has agreed 
to attempt to construct and 
furnish the building for about 
$120,000 


Broadway job 
progressing 


The Broadway relocation 
project should be finished by 
July, Mayor William Ebersoldt 
of Venice told the Madison-

“It boils down to the simple 
fact that our income needs to be 
managed real close," he said 

“I don’t want to say too much 
here as he’ll ask for a raise, but 
our young Rotarian and my 
administrative assistant who is 
sitting here in front of me, Tom 
Fields, has been doing a very 
fine job for the people and the 
city of Venice 

“We also are fortunate in 
having a fine young man in 
Duane Georgeff, managing our 
bridge. 

“We may only have 4,700 
people in Venice, but they are 
really fine people.

“The majority of users, those 
who indicated in the survey that 
they did not live in the St. Louis 
area, were in three different 
classifications, as follows: 

(a) “25.2 per cent of all 
passengers were. non-residents 
who were originating at St. 
Louis. (For example, business 
travelers returning to Chicago, 
New York, etc:; from a trip to 
St. Louis.) 

(b) “28.6 per cent of afl 
passengers on board were 
transfer passengers who simply 
changed airplanes at Lambert. 

(c) ‘23.2 per cent were 
through passengers who did not 
change planes. Like the tran- 
sfer passengers, they did not 
leave the terminal while in St. 
Louis. 

“Only 23 per cent of the on- 
board passengers identified 
themselves as residents of the 
St. Louis region. 

“Expressed another way, of 
every 100 passengers, 77 are not 
residents of the St. Louis area. 
Only the remaining 23 are from 
the St. Louis metropolitan area. 

“Missourians did make up the 
biggest segment of the 23 per 
cent of all airport users who 
identified themselves as St. 
Louis area residents, con- 
stituting 86 per cent of the area 
total. 

“Put another way, this means 
that less than 20 per cent of all 
Lambert users are from the 
Missouri portion of the St. Louis 
region. 

“Thus, the general interest of 
all air travelers — including 
Missourians — must be given 
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primary consideration in 
choosing an airport site. 

“In contrast with the 23 per 
cent area users, the largest 
single classification of the four 
categories of Lambert users 
was transfer passengers, ac- 
counting for nearly 29 of every 
100 users. 

“It is as a transfer center 
that St. Louis can and should 
play an “increasingly im- 
portant role as an air center. 

“This role is important to 
an efficient national air 
transportation system and 
also to helping turn around 
the sagging economy of the 
St. Louis area. 


“One of Atlanta’s principal 
advantages — outstanding air 
transportation comes 
because of its role as a transfer 
center, ~ 

“Fewer than 20 per cent of 
those using the Atlanta airport 
are residents of the Atlanta 
area — and yet they enjoy an 
enormous range of travel ad- 
vantages created by the heavy 
schedules of planes landing at 
Atlanta because of its im- 
portance as a transfer point. 

“It is this kind of air tran- 
sportation superiority that St. 
Louis area residents and 
businesses can enjoy if the 
region gets an airport capable 
of handling the potential traffic. 

“It is this kind of superiority 
that the St. Louis area can offer 
businesses from other areas 
that are considering new 
locations or are deciding where’ 
to expand present operations,” 
the spokesman concluded. 


New cab firm 
is authorized 


Establishment of a new 
taxicab business in Granite 
City, starting with three or four 
cabs operating out of a cab 
stand at 1414 Twenty-first 
Street, was authorized by the 
Granite City Council during a 
regular meeting Monday night. 

The approval was granted on 
a motion by Alderman Clyde 
Boyd after Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer reported that the 
police department would have 
no objection to a cab operation 
from that location so long as the 
operator understands parked 
cabs would have to use the 
parking meters in front of the 
cab stand.

“When a person applies for 
credit his very first time, he or 
she is on the way to maintaining 
a financial tool that can serve 
him well over the years. 

“The lending agency, 
whether a bank, loan company, 
department store or other 
sources will request certain 
information. 

“The person will have to 
divulge certain data about 
himself, such as size of family, 
source of income, amount of 
income, and an assessment of 
outstanding debts he may have. 

“After securing the above 
information, and other items, 
the lending agency will 
determine if the applicant is a 
good ‘credit risk.’ If not, he is 
turned down for credit at that 
time. 

“Some

credit counselors 
eve that it is best to tell 
the person that credit is 
deferred a few months until 
other obligations are out of 
the way. Others will make the 
Joan, or finance a purchase, 
knowing the specific purchase 
will be a burden to repay. 

“If a consumer would listen to 
and follow the advice of a 
creditor at this point, he may 
save many hours of anguish in 
the future when payments are 
harder to make and the joy of 
buying the item is gone 

“An individual should be 
willing to ‘shop’ for credit. He 
needs to look for the cost of 
credit; the length of time the 
credit is needed; and the 
various interest rates and 
repayment plans available. 

“Then, and only then, should 
he sign that dotted line,” Dr.

New illness hits 
taste and smell

Dear Doctor, 

Two months ago, I con- 
tracted a rather unusual type 
of virus which was quite stub- 
born to yield to medication.

I still 
have not gotten back any 
trace of my sense of smell or 
taste. I wonder whether they

Any informa- 
tion you may be able to 
furnish would be greatly ap- 
preciated.

When a headache 


‘isn’t all in your head

Each year sofne 20 million 
or more Americans find 
headaches enough of a pain in 
the head to send thern seeking 
a physician’s help, Even if 
you aren't part of that head- 
splitting statistic, there are 
probably times when you 
wouldnt mind taking your 
head off temporarily until the 
hurt goes away 

You can't, of course, but 
putting your finger on factors 
which trigger your headaches 
can improve the chances of 
heading off future pain. Also, 
the all-too-common chronic 
“tension” or ‘muscle-con- 
traction” headache may be 
surprisingly susceptible to 
relaxation techniques. 

If headaches are repeated- 
ly associated with exposure 
to a particular substance or 
environment, physicians may 
suspect sensitivity to chemi- 
cals or pollutants you eat, 
breathe, clean your house 
with or work around. Avoid- 
ing them may spare you a 
pain in the head. Among sub- 
stancés which may trigger 
headaches in susceptible suf- 
ferers are “hot dog head- 
aches” from sodium nitrite in 
various processed meats, the 
flavor enhancer monosodiurn 
glutamate (MSG), sensitivity 
to a particular food or drug, 
and fumes from paint or such 
household chemicals as de-

tergents, waxes, ammonia or 
furniture polish. 

Air’ pollutants may also. 
play a role, One study tound 
that heavy smokers, and 
those with ‘dusty jobs" or 
other continual dust expo- 
suré, were more prone to 
headaches. 

Tension that gives you a 
pain in the head may not be 
“all in your mind,” You can 
help trigger or aggravate 
such a headache by spending 
long periods. in positions 
which get neck, facial and 
scalp muscles “up tight.” Try 
rearranging your desk in 
such ‘a way that tasks are 
done in different positions. 

A study recently reported 
in “The Medical Journal of 
Australia” suggests that a 
combination of mental and 
muscular relaxation tech- 
niques may help some of us 
reduce the frequency or 
severity of “tension” or even 
migraine headaches. Twenty- 
five patients, some migraine 
and others muscle-contrac- 
tion headache sufferers, re- 
ceived a 20-minute training 
session Weekly for fopr weeks 
and were encouraged to prac- 
tice daily on their own. Six 
months later, 19 patients 
were substantially improved 
and 17 “...either reduced or 
dispensed with their medica- 
tion.” 

Severity of a headache does 
not reliably indicate the seri- 
ousness of the cause. Take no 
chances! Consult your physi- 
cian promptly concerning 
any type of headache which 
persists, keeps recurring, 
comes on suddenly and seem- 
ingly without cause, or is as- 
sociated with personality 
changes or other unfamiliar 
symptoms, particularly ones 
connected with the senses or 
consciousness. It’s particu- 


larly important to check . 


promptly with your doctor if 
headache occurs after a blow 
or injury to the head, regard- 
less of the length of time be- 
tween injury and symptoms. 
A final note. Some people 
can get a headache if their 
blood, sugar drops too low. 
Not letting yourself get too 
hungry and including protein 
in meals and snacks may help 
maintain a more stable blood 
sugar level,

‘lib’ next? 


ANIMAL LIBERATION; 
by Peter Singer; Random 
House; 301 pages.

Peter Singer is.a 29-year- 
old Australian whose literary 
speciality runs between 
ethics and philosophy. In his 
“Animal Liberation’’ he gets 
to the bottorn of almost every 
controversy concerning mis- 
treatment of animals, domes- 
tic and wild. 

He goes far beyond the pro- 
fessional antivivisectionists. 
Some of his stories of cruelty 
dealt animals, even ‘‘food’’ 
animals, are frightening. He 
is likely to make vegetarians 
out of some of his readers. 

For this he is prepared — 
offering advice on how to stop 
eating meat, even to the in- 
clusion of vegetarian recipes. 

Singer opposes every form 
of what might be called 
cruelty. He takes a hard look 
at the use of animals in medi- 
cal research and has some 
tough words for the antics of 
the Army and Air Force in 
their use of dogs in poisonous 
gas study. He stresses suffer- 
ing before death, not death 


t the Lovelace Founda- 
tion in New Mexico,” he says, 
“experimenters forced 64 
beagles to inhale radioactive 
strontium 90 as part of’a 
larger ‘Fission Product In- 
halation Program’ which be- 
gan in 1961 and has been paid 
for by the U.S. Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission. In this par- 
ticular experiment, 25 of the 
dogs eventually died. One of 
the deaths occurred during 
an epileptic seizure; another 
from a brain hemorrhage. 

“Other dogs, before death, 
became feverish and anemic, 
lost their appetites, had 
hemorrhages and bloody 
diarrhea.” 

Singer also takes beef ship- 
pes and slaughterhouses to 
task for the inhumane way 
they treat food animals in 
their last days and hours on 

The commercial animal 
Killers and those who abuse 
all kinds of wild and domestic 
animals in the cause of re- 
search are not going to like 
Singer’s book. Neither will 
what he has to say change 
many of their methods. 

However, animal liberation 
may be in our future, just as 
human liberation is here now. 
Singer’s approach, as tough 
as it is, surely will find grow- 
ing support — and rightfully 
so.

In these days when the na- 
tion’s. unemployment rate 
hovers between 8 and 9 per 
cent of the labor force, along 
comes this uncommon ap- 
proach to a common problem 
for millions of Americans: 

“Where can I find a job, es- 
pecially the one I want?” 

Thompson, who calls him- 
self an authority in career 
management, already has a 
good track record for his un- 
usual approaches to getting 
the right people and the right 
jobs together. 

Still a young man, the au- 
thor already has had three 
separate careers: mortgage 
banking, health-care facili- 
ties and career management, 
his present bag. 

On pages which leave room 
in the margins for personal 
note-making, Thompson 
seeks to strip away what he 
calls the foolishness of tradi- 
tional job-hunting — answer- 
ing classified ads, sending out 
detailed resumes, etc. 

Instead he offers the reader 
— man or woman — seven 
steps toward a successful ca- 
reer, either in the business 
you're already in or in an- 
other. 

Thompson believes his 
book can be the key to open- 
ing doors for the unemployed, 
the underemployed, the mis- 
employed and the’ overem- 
ployed. And, the author in- 
sists, it offers as much know- 
how 'to the college graduate 
as to the seasoned veteran in 
the job market. 

Thompson's dos and don'ts 
about how to survive a job in- 
terview are enlightening and 
some even are amusing. 

For example, he suggests 
that the job hunter “set. a 
definite date for the next in- 
terview, or ask for leads if 
you bomb out.’” 

On the don’t side, the au- 
thor Cautions the career seek- 
er not to “complain about 
anything, not the Weather, 
not your industry, not your 
former empteyer and not 
your personal problems.”’ 

And, he adds, ‘Don’t talk 
money, if you can avoid it, 
until after you receive at 
least a tentative job offer.” 

‘The longest of Thompson's 
don’ts warns against flirting 
or getting personal with any- 
one in the company you want 

‘to join. 

“The interviewer probably, 
Imows his secretary a lot bet- 
ter than you think he does,” 
the author points out, ‘You 
can also bet that she will pass 
along some sort of an opinion 
about you to her boss. And 
that opinion may be crucial. 
If she doesn’t like your per- 
sonality, you could be in trou- 
ble.” 


Not all of Thompson’s ad- 
vice and his seven steps to 
success are new. But he puts. 
them down in an easy-to+in- 

~ derstand sequence for the job 


nile no amount of tutoring 
is an “open sesame” for a 
job, you’ll be better equipped 
to go foraging for one if you 
read this book. And remem- 
ber, Thompson cautions, 
“Don't talk like an Indian if 
you're being interviewed by a 
chief.””

Americana look for Bicentennial 


Q: We have recently moved 
into a home that has a Span- 
ish colonial exterior. How- 
ever, the interior does not re- 
peat’ the Spanish influence 
and this is fortunate because 
I like formal 19th Century 
Americana. Please suggest 
how I might treat our dining 
room walls and floor as well 
as windows for an appro- 
priate yet dramatic back- 
ground for a lovely Sheraton 
dining set dnd sideboard. Our 
living room and entry hall are 
done in blues, rose, lemon 
yellow and white. The dining 
room floor’ is exposed wood 
which I wish to keep. Should I 
add a rug under the table or 
leave it without? — W. T. 

A. I think one of the most 
effective ways of creating an 
authentic early American 
look in a dining room is with 


wallpaper. And you are in- 
deed fortunate you are look- 
ing now because many of the 
wallpaper manufacturers are 
bringing out elegant and very 
interesting American designs 
in observance of America’s 
Bicentennial celebration.

You 
could do the large chair in a 
stripe of rust and white or 
blue and white and repeat the 
stripe or the floral pattern 
(whichever you prefer) at 
your windows with a box cov- 
ering the top of your curtains.

New farm feed 
grain allotment 


. Farms without a feed grain 
allotment may have an allot- 
ment for the 1976 program 
established if they meet 
eligibility requirements. An 
application for a new farm feed 
grain allotment must be filed 
with the Madison County office, 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, 
Edwardsville, by Feb. 16. 

Feed grain allotments for 1976 
are automatically established 
for all eligible old feed grain 
farms. The new farm provision 
applies only to farms that do not 
have an allotment. 

To be eligible for a new farm 
allotment, neither the owner 
nor the operator of the farm 
may have an interest in any 
other farm which has a feed 
grain allotment established for 
1976. The operator must expect 
to obtain more than 50 per cent 
of his 1976 income from far- 
ming, 

‘The farm for which an ap- 
plication is filed must ' be 
suitable for feed grain 
production without undue 
erosion. 


Houlihan heads 
the new state 
veterans office 


Gov. Dan Walker announced 
during the weekend the ap- 
pointment of John Houlihan as 
director of the new Illinois 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs. 

Walker appointed William 
Burke as assistant director of 
the department. 

Houlihan had- been 
administrator and Burke 
assistant administrator of the 
Veterans Commission, Both are 
veterans. 

Walker signed legislation. in 
August creating a Department 
of Veterans Affairs to replace 
the ‘commission. The depart- 
ment _ officially ~ began 
operations with the new year. 

“There are 1.6 million 
veterans in Illinois and their 
concerns deserve a voice at the 
highest levels of government,” 
the governor said. + 

“The new Department of 
Veterans Affairs will insure‘ 
that voice is heard and result in 
increased attention to the needs 
of all veterans.” 

Houlihan, who served four 
terms as a state representative 
from the 41st District, is a 
disabled U. S. Marine Corps 
veteran of World War II, 

He was appointed ad- 
ministrator of the commission 
in January 1973. His salary will 
be $35,000 a year. 

Houlihan, 52, is an active 
member of the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Disabled American 
Veterans and Amvets. He lost a 
leg while fighting with the Third 
Marine Division on Bougain- 
ville, in the South Pacific. 

Burke, 34, was named 
assistant administrator of the 
commission in December 1973. 
He was a field admissions of- 
ficer for the U. S. Military 
Academy at West Point through 
a grant tothe Urban League. He 
was a captain in the Army and 
served in Vietnam. 

His salary will be $30,000 a 
year. 


Supplement school aid 


Gov. Daniel Walker signed 
legislation during the weekend 
appropriating $116 million in 
supplemental federal funds to 
the State Board of Education for 
grants-in-aid programs to 
school districts. 

The legislation (House Bill 
3169) was passed by the General 
Assembly Nov. 21 

The measure authorizes the 
board to spend federal funds 
that have become available 
since the General Assembly 
passed the original grants-in- 
aid and operations expenses bill 
during the spring session. 

That legislation (House Bill 
2989) limited the appropriation 
to fiscal year 1975 levels and did 
not contain authorizations for 
the board to spend any in- 
creases in federal funding. 

The measure appropriates 
$112.6 million for grants-in-aid 
school programs, to be spent by 
local-level school districts. 

The legislation. also ap- 
propriates - $3.4 million for 
school administrative expenses. 
Nearly $2.3 million of these 
administrative funds will go 
directly to school districts, 
according to State Supt. of 
Education Joseph M. Cronin 
and Board of Education 
Chairman Jack Witkowsky. 

The grant funds include $43.9 
million for programs and 
services for educationally 
disadvantaged children who do 
not qualify for other special 
education programs, and $38.7 
million for school breakfast and 


lunch programs. 

The appropriation also 
provides $6.1 million for ex 
pansion and improvement of 
handicapped education 
programs; $6.1 million for 
library resources and text- 
books; $3.7 million for 
vocational-technical education; 
and $6.6 million for develop- 
ment of special new programs 
by local schools such as 
education for the deaf and 
truancy prevention. 

The measure appropriates 
$1.2 million for the, school milk 
program; $1.4 million for 
reimbursement to districts 
participating in consumer and 
homemaker projects; and $2.2 
million for adult education.

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Winter brings farm problems 


By DAVE FISCHER 
University of Illinois 
Extension Adviser 

Cold weather and deep snow 
bring hazards to city and farm 
residents alike, including ac- 
cidents, fires, And over-exertion 
from shoveling snow, 

Farmers, especially livestock 
producers, have the problems of 
caring for livestock as well as 
family needs. _ 

They also may have to deal 
with frozen pipes, costly water 
damage, and malfunction of 
sensitive equipment controls: if 
fuel isn’t available to keep 
building temperatures above 32 
degrees or if heating equipment 
fails. 

Be careful if you use tem- 
porary heating ‘equipment to 
help ‘conserve fuel. All tem- 
porary heaters, except electric 
heaters, use oxygen and can be 
lethal if used in a confined 
space. 

Do not leave fuel oil or other 

flame-type space heaters 
unattended, particularly where 
they may be tipped over, Make 
certain that the heater has an 
automatic shutoff which ac- 
tivates when the unit is tipped 
over. - 
+ Do not try to thaw frozen 
pipes with a blow torch or open 
flame of any kind. To be safe, 
either wrap the pipe in cloth and 
pour on hot water of wrap it 
with an approved electrical- 
heating cable. 

Have heating systems 
checked and adjusted to be sure 
they are functioning as ef- 
ficiently as possible to con- 
serve available fuel. Pay 
particular affention to controls 
and other safety devices. 

Cheek fire extinguishers to be 
sure they are fully charged and 
operable, Be sure that water 
extinguishers or pump tanks 
are placed in convenient areas 
nol subject to freezing 

ically-heated livestock 
waterers generally provide a 
safe supply of ice-free water to 
livestock during the winter 
months, However, a substantial 
number of animals are elec- 
trocuted by these waterers each 
year 

A high percentage of the 
electrocutions are caused by 
deteriorated wiring within the 
waterer housing as a result of 
maisture accumulations, by 
defective or deficient heating 
assembly probably from years 
of usage, or by improper wiring 
or grounding when the unit was 
installed 

Servicing

— trical water heaters include the 
following 


procedures to 


First, disconnect the electric 
power source to the waterer. 

‘Then remove side panels and 
allow area under the waterer to 
dry. 

Check wiring insulation and 
replace it with moisture- 
‘resistant wire (type U.F.) if it 
has deteriorated. 

Check all wiring from switch 
to heating element and replace 
or repair as necessary. Be sure 
the ground wire is securely 
fastened to the frame of the 
waterer and that the ground 
wire is also attached to the 
neutral bar in the fuse cabinet. 

Check to determine whether 
the thermostat operates 
properly. If faulty, replace it. 

Check to be sure the bow] is 
not electrically charged when 
the fuse is replaced and the 
switch is placed in the on 
position, Use an ohmeter or test 
lamp to avoid getting an 
¢lectrical shock.

A contractor would not start a 
new building without a detailed 
blueprint. And a dairyman 


cannot successfully build a 
high-producing dairy herd 
without production records. If 
your herd is not on a record 
program, now is the best time to 
start. 

Illinois dairy herds who are 
ona production record program 
produce an average of about 
3,000 pounds of milk more per 
cow per year than herds 
operating without the benefit of 
such records. 

With milk selling at $9 per 
hundfed pounds, the extra milk 
obtained in these herds totals a 
gross amount of about $270 
more in annual income per cow. 


The information provided by 
the production records helped 
these dairymen increase their 
production by carrying out a 
sound breeding program, a 
better feeding program, and a 
more effective culling program 
so the lower-producing cows arp 
eliminated from their herds.

Charge against box board firm 


The Ulinois Pollution Control 
Board has charged the Alton 
Box Board Company with 
discharging untreated mill 
wastewater directly into an 
impoundment area — and for 
not constructing and operating 
its facilities so as to minimize 
violations of Pollution Control 
Board standards. 

Alton Box Board operates a 
paperboard miil in Alton near 
the Mississippi River 

Effluent from a mill process 
wastewater discharge should 
flow, via a pipeline, directly into 
the ' Mississippi rather than 
being discharged into the im- 
poundment area, according to 
LeVerne Hudson, manager of 
the Division of Water Pollution 
Control, Illinois EPA 

“The impoundment area has 
been a continuous pollution 
problem since 1972 because of 
hydrogen sulfide fumes. 

Also, Alton Box Board has 
not constructed and operated its 
mill wastewater treatment 
facilities in order to minimize 
violations during unforeseen 
problems, such as power 
failure, equipment’ failure or 
maintenance,” Hudson alleged 

“The company has a history 
of litigation before the PCB 
dating back to May 25, 1972. 

“The current charge before 
the PCB is based on agency 
observations during this past 
July as well as Alton’s 
monitoring reports showing 


discharge ‘into tHe im- 
poundment area. 

“We are asking the board to 
order the company to comply 
with environmental regulations 
by developing and implement- 
ing plans for a backup system to 
alleviate the problem. We are 
also asking for a monetary 
penalty of up to $10,000 for the 
alleged violations and up to 
$1,000 for each day the violation 
continues,’ Hudson concluded.

Tax forms aid shared 
revenue distribution 


Individual Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) taxpayer returns 
for 1975 include questions on 
residence intended to provide 
an accurate basis for equitable 
distribution of general revenue 
sharing funds. 

According to the Office of 
Revenue Sharing (ORS) of the 
U. S. Treasury Department, 
such funds are returned by the 
federal government to state and 
local general-purpose govern- 
ments under terms of the 
federal revenue sharing law 

‘The amount each government 
receive: based, in part, on 
population and ‘per capita in- 
come estimates made by the 
Bureau of the Census, U. S. 
Department of Commerce 

‘The new questions on the 
income tax form are designed 
to identify the taxpayer's 
legal residence, which may 
differ from his or her mailing 
address. 

Authority to ask the new 
questions is provided in Section 
6017A of the Internal Revenue 
Code. 

The information from the 
residence questions will be used 
by the Bureau of the Census to 
make biennial population and 
per capita income estimates 
needed to insure that states and 
communities receive the 
amounts of general revenue 
sharing funds to which they are 
entitled 

For this reason, all taxpayers 
are being urged to provide the 
information as an assistance to 
their states and communities. 

The Internal. Revenue Code 
authorizes a line to be imposed 
for failure to provide the 
residence data unless 
reasonable cause is shown for 
such failure, 

Information provided to the 
Census Bureau, under law, can 
be published as statistical totals 
only, and no information about 
2 person or individual firm may 
be disclosed to any person, 
institution or government 
agency. 

The law’ of confidentiality 
under which the Bureau 
operates appliés also to the 
residence data to be collected 
on IRS returns. 

The new questions are labeled 
A, B, C and D, and the wording 
of each follows: 

Question A - In what city, 
town, village, ete., do you live?, 

Question B Do you live 
within the legal limits of the 
city, town, etc? 

In what county 


— In what 
ship do you live? 

In regard to Questions A and 
8, directions on the form ex- 
plain that every municipality 
has defined legal limits. 


If the area where you live is 
unincorporated, or is outside 
the Iegal limits of the place 
named in Question A, check 
“No" Lo Question B. 

If you are not sure whether 
you live within the legal limits, 
check ‘‘Don't Know’’ to 
Question B, the IRS suggests. 

Question D, the form also 
explains, applies only to 
townships or equivalent areas 
in New England, Ilinois, 
Indiana, Kansas, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
New Jersey, New York, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota and Wisconsin 

Taxpayers who have dif- 
ficulty ‘in answering the 
residence questions. are being 
instructed to seek assistance 
from local level government 
officials, or to write the Bureau 
of the’ Census, Residence 
Question, Washington, D. C 
20233 — or to call collect at 812-

According to the U.S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety Com- 
mission, fireplaces are the 
cause of more then 6,000 
emergency-room injuries each 
year. The most serious injuries 
are burns and the majority of 
the victims are children. 

Most fireplace accidents are 
caused by laxity and 
carelessness on the part of the 
fireplace owners. The use of 
flammable liquids to rekindle 
the flame, ignition of clothing 
from the open flames, sparks

landing on nearby flammable 
materials, and carbon 
monoxide poisoning caused by 
using the wrong fuels and im- 
proper ventilation are accidents 
that occur most frequently 
Explosive liquids such as 
gasoline should never be used to 
re-light a flame. Materials such 
as coal, charcoal, or styrofoam 
packaging can produce deadly 
quantities of carbon monoxide 
plus other gases when used in 
an open fireplace. Anything that 
burns is capable of producing 
gas that can explode, so proper 
venting is essential for safety. 
Suitable screens or glass 
should be placed in front of all 
fireplaces to minimize the 
danger from sparks. The 
placement of spark arrestors 
over the outside opening of the 
chimney will reduce the chance 
of sparks spreading across your 
roof and to nearby buildings. 
Smoke trouble may occur if 
the fire is not properly laid 
Wood should be criss-crossed 
and not jammed tightly 
together. Lighting paper near 


the back wall and near the top of 
the kindling: will prevent the 
cold flue air from pushing 
smoke out into the room. 

A fire in the chimney is 
another possibility when wood 
resins and coal tar build up 
inside the flue. As a safety 
precaution, check fireplaces 
regularly to determine that 
vents and chimneys are 
working properly. 

Never vent any other kind of 
heating device into a fireplace 
chimney. Don’t burn coal or 
wood in a gas fireplace; the flue 
won't stand the heat 

Other safety precautions 
include a regular chimney 
cleaning schedule and keeping 
children under close watch 
when there is an open flame 
near. A fascination for all ages, 
fire is a special temptation for a 


small child. 
Be sure all ashes are cooled 


before disposing of them, and 
make certain that your fire has 
completely extinguished before 
leaving the house or going to 
bed.

Deadline on 
tax estimate 


Many people who do not have 
enough taxes withheld are 
required to pay their final in- 
stallment of 1975 estimated 
federal income tax no later than 
next Thursday, Jan. 15. 

Also due on Thursday are 
amended estimates from people 
whose 1975 income changed 
substantially during the last 
quarter, 

“Many taxpayers first met 
the requirements for filing a tax 
declaration during the last 
three months of 1975,"’ says Ira 
S. Loeb, Internal Revenue 
Service district “director for 
Central and Southern Illinois. 
“Taxpayers are generally 
required to file an estimate if 
they owe the IRS more than $100 
not covered by withholding. The 
estimates in this case are due 
Jan. 15. 

“There is one exception to 
this rule,” Loeb said, “and 
that's when taxpayers file their 
returns and pay all taxes due by 
Feb. 2. 

“In that case, the final 1975 
installment is not required and 
the amended declaration is not 
necessary, nor is an -original 
Jan. 15 declaration required.”

New law assists 
credit customers 


The federal government has 
taken a further step into con- 
sumer credit transactions with 
provisions that make creditors 
responsible for investigating 
complaints of billing errors. 
The Illinois State Bar 
Association said this week that 
the Fair Credit Billing Act also 
places a moratorium on at- 
tempts to collect a disputed 
portion of a bill. 

Notices explaining the 
procedures for correcting 
errors or making inquiries 
about a bill involving credit 
have been mailed to millions of 
consumers in the past several 
weeks. 

The ISBA says the new. law 
provides that the consumer who 
believes a bill is in error may 
write the creditor within 60 days 
of the statement date explaining 
the alleged error. 

The creditor must either 
make a correction or provide an 
explanation within 90 days, 
during which'time the creditor 
cannot take any action to at- 
tempt to collect the portion of 
the bill that’ is in dispute, other 
than sending a regular 
statement of the account.

If the creditor fails to abide by . 
the new requirements, the 
consumer cannot be required to 
pay thé first $50 of the disputed 
amount and finance charges, 
even if the bill turns out to be 
correct. 

Another feature of thé new 
law permits businesses | of- 
fering credit arrangements to 
give up to five per cent 
discounts to customers who 
pay for goods and services 
with cash, rather than by use 
of an openend credit account. 

The discount must be 
prominently advertised, and 
must be available to all cash 
customers, whether they are 
credit card holders or not. 

Problems arising from the 
purchase of goods or services 
with a credit card can be 
resolved by returning them to 
the merchant or giving the 
merchant a chance to correct 
the problem. If this fails, the 
consumer may have the right 
net to pay the remaining 
balance due. 

This right is subject to two 
restrictions: the purchase must 
have been made in the con- 
sumer’s home state or within 
100 miles of the consumer's 
current mailing address; and 
the purchase must have been 
for more than $50. 

These limitations are waived 
if the merchant is owned or 
operated by the creditor or if 
the creditor mailed the con- 


sumer an advertisement for the 


goods or services.

Even though an alkaline leak has been 
traced to its apparent source—an under- 
ground pipe leading from barge unloading 
facilities toward a 300,000-gallon storage 
tank—the Tri-City Regional Port District is 
acting appropriately in scheduling a broad 
study.

Quota plan backfires in creating health agency board 


The 1972 Democratic convention and its 
controversial delegate process seemed to 
have thoroughly discredited quota systems. 
But a rigid new formula for equal 
representation is being enforced by federal 
authorities in the formation of a 60-member 
board to govern a powerful new Health 
Systems Agency serving Madison County 
and the remainder of the St. Louis 
metropolitan region. 

Fifty per cent must be female; 50 per cent 
Ulinois residents; 50 per cent Missourians; 
55 per éent consumers; 45 per cent 
providers of health services; 16 per cent 
black; 10 per cent elderly; and 1 and two- 
thirds per cent (one board member) must be 


representative of the nation’s war veterans. 

‘Some individuals can fill several roles in 
helping meet the designated quotas, but 
nevertheless the task of arranging to elect 60 
out of 281 candidates through balloting in a 
number of counties proved to be impossible 
to carry out on short notice. 

As a consequence, the public will get no 
direct chance to vote on the makeup of the 
board, even though the HSA will be granted 
sweeping power over virtually all phases of 
health. 

It certainly is considerate of the federal 
government to do such a thorough job of 
giving citizens an adequate voice in the new 
agency that the public ends up with no voice 
at all. 


Tax law so complex that even ‘Revenuers’ are baffled 


Press-Record Washington Bureau 
Commissioner Donald Alexander of the 
Internal Revenue Service is making no 
attempt to refute startling testimony to a 
Congressional committee that more than 
half the taxpayers who go to the IRS with 
questions about their tax returns get the 
wrong answer. 

And Mr. Alexander is not apologizing, 
either. It’s not his fault, he says. 


Congress has made the tax law so 


complicated that even the people who work 
for the IRS don't always understand what it 
means. 

This is the point we have reached after all 
the exercises in “tax reform’ which are 
supposed to close loopholes but only seem to 
make the tax code more and more baffling. 

Between them, Congress and the IRS are 
making a good case for junking the whole 
system and starting over. 


Palestinian terrorists imperil both sides in Mideast. 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — The 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries has now felt the lash of 
Palestinian terrorism. 

It is a strange turning of the tables when 
figures prominent in the Arab world find 
themselves staring down the gun barrels of 
assassins.and kidnapers supporting an Arab 
cause. 

The recent raid on OPEC headquarters in 
Vienna and the game played with hostages 
make sense only through the eyes of fanatic 
Palestinians who see ‘*justice’’ in the Middle 
East in terms of a war to the death against 
Israel. 

From their Communique, they seem to be 
saying that oil-rich Middle Eastern nations 
are not being generous enough toward the 
Palestinian cause, both with money and 
political support of the extremist view of 
Palestinian justice. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization 
disclaims any responsibility for this twist of 
the old terrorist strategy. 

We are inclined.to believe the PLO’s 
Yashir Arafat in this case, even if he left the 
United Nations last year with a warning that 
the gun around his waist would still be used 
if the PLO did not achieve its goals by 
peaceful means. 

The PLO in the last four months has 
wormed its way into status at the United 
Nations just short of recognition as a 
government-in-exile representing 
Palestinian refugees. Its political cause can 
only be set back if Mr. Arafat cannot keep 
the terrorists in his camp from rocking the 


Lf he is trying to, and failing, then he has 
a problem to solve before he can expect his 
strategy in the United Nations to succeed. 

If hejs lying, and Sveretly allowed the raid 
on OPEC to occur, he still has a problem — 
his own misconception about the value of 
terrorism in winning sympathy for the 
Palestinian Cause. 

The terrorists were not aiming their 
strategy in Vienna at OPEC itself, but at 
those Middle Eastern members whom it 
regards as too friendly with the United 
States and thus not hard enough on Israel. 

Again, however, it is innocent blood that 
has been shed in Vienna, and it is oil 
ministers not concerned with the Palestinian 
dispute whose lives were threatened. 

The governments: of Saudi Arabia, Iran, 
Libya, Kuwait and Iraq have now tasted the 
kind of tactics which the PLO is either 
encouraging or failing to control — and can 
perhaps understand more clearly why the 
United States has stood on the prinicple 
that there must be a more legitimate and 
responsible channel for negotiating on the 
Palestinian question. 

Those governments should be no more 
willing than any others to have their policies 
subjected to these strongarm tactics. 

What this incident shows is that the 
death-to-Israel wing of the Palestinian 
movement is disturbed by the prospect of a 
diplomatic accommodation with Israel by 
the Arab states. 

Tt should remind the Palestinian ex- 
tremists, who are still bent on a ruinous war 
in the Middle East, are as much a danger to 
them as to the-rest of the world. 


Frenchman Jean Cerre aids settlement of |

A list of important people who 
settled colonial Illinois would 
not be! complete without the 
name of Jean Gabriel Cerre. 

Cerre was born in the French 
city of Montreal in August 1734 
and came to Illinois at a young 
age. 

By 1755, he was established as 
a prosperous fur trader and 
merchant in Kaskaskia. 

During the American 
Revolution, Cerre found himself 
a:major figure in the struggle 
for Kaskaskia in 1778. 

When George Rogers Clark 
and the patriots moved into that 
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Struggle for self-government in ‘Illinois country’

As a result of the French and 
Indian War (1754-1763), Great 
Britain acquired Canada and all 
the territory east of the 
Mississippi River except New 
Orleans. 

With possession of the land 
came the problem of organizing 
a system of government and 
trade in the new territory. 

The Proclamation of 1763 
marked a line separating the 
older éolonies from the newer 
ones. 

Also, it stressed that English 
law and English government 
would predominate in the 
colonies. 

Previous to 1763, French law 
had prevailed in Quebec and in 
the American Bottoms. 


Now the French were 


prohibited from operating their 
government. 

After the Proclamation, some 
of the French traders crossed 
the Mississippi River and 
settled at the trading posts of 
Ste Genevieve and St. Louis. 

Another step taken by the 

British ministry was the 
organization of an Indian 
department. It was organized to 
control the Indian trade by 
conciliating the Indians through 
gifts. 
Representatives from the 
Indian department were 
assigned to each tribe. They 
issued trading licenses and 
supervised the trade. 

This practice of ygiving 
presents soon became quite 
expensive, especially in the 
Illinois country, where Com- 
missary Edward Cole sub- 


mitted enormous bills for 
presents made to the different 
tribes. 

The department raised 
revenue for its Indian policy 
through the Stamp Act, which 
required colonists to purchase 
tax stamps signifying that their 
manufactures had been taxed 
by the British government. 

Although huge gifts were 
given to the Indians, the French 
traders from the city of St. 
Louis dominated the Indian 
trade in Southern Hlinois. 

Hostility of the Indians 
toward the British traders could 
not be overcome. 

This forced the department to 
restrict British traders in order 
to protect them; this, in turn, 
gave the French traders 
freedom to roam the Illinois 
country. 

There was a rapid suecession 


of British commandants in’ 


Illinois. While some were 
honest, others were corrupt, 
obtaining profit from the 
purchase of supplies. , 

There was also a dispute 
between the ‘French people of 
Illinois and the British over the 
court of civil justice. 

This court was manipulated 
by the British commandant to 
collect debts owed by the 
French merchants. 

To rectify this situation, 
Daniel Blouin, who represented 
the French settlers, suggested 
that the French be allowed to 
erect a self-governing colony in 
Minois, 

The English would not listen 
to the proposal. 

After failing in his first 
suggestion, ‘Blouin wrote a 
pamphlet ‘urging that the 


‘French aecept the English 


regime and reap the same 
benefits as the English. 

Illinois French, however, 
were determined to govern 
themselves, at least in part. 

Finally Parliament, forced by 
the British ministry, passed the 
Quebee Act of 1774 which ex- 
tended the boundary of Quebec, 
Canada, to the.Ohio River. 

Illinois was then to be 
governed from British authority 
in Canada. 

Although English law would 
prevail in matters of a criminal 
nature, a subordinate court 
under local control would judge 
civil matters. 

This administration did not 
last very long because the 
American Revolution soon 
ended British control com- 
pletely. 


Tragic conflicts between settlers, Indians

The westward movement of 
the American settler was 
marked in every state by tragic 
conflicts between the Indian 
and the white man. 

On July 10, 1814, one of the 
bloodiest incidents of the Illinois 
Indian wars occurred. 

Near the town of Wood River 
in Madison County, one woman 
and six children were butchered 
and scalped in a savage Indian 
attack. 

With the outbreak of the War 
of 1812, the British began to 
encourage the Indians in Illinois 
to attack white settlers. 

Because of this, Illinois 
citizens often had to take refuge 
in forts and blockhouses con- 
structed for their protection. 

By the summer of 1814, they 
had begun to return to their 
homes, as no Indian attacks had 
occurred in the preceding 
months. 

Ranger patrols were set up to 
scout the nearby countryside 
for hostile Indians 


Approximately ten families 
lived on the forks of the Wood 
River at this time. On the east 
fork of the river was the home of 
George Moore. A blockhouse 
had been constructed at this 
location. 

Sunday afternoon, July 10, 
1814, found the families in the 
community visiting each other 
and attending church services. 

During the afternoon, Reason 
Reagan took his wifé and two 
children to the home of the Abel 
Moore family. They were to 
visit the Moores while Reagan 
went to church. 


About four o'clock, Mrs 
Reagan decided for some 
reason to return home, but she 
did intend to return to the 
Moores’ that evening. 

For this brief trip, the two 
Reagan children and two 
children each from the Abel and 
William Moore families ac- 
companied her. 

At sundown, William Moore 
and his wife became concerned 
that Mrs. Reagan and the 
children had not returned. 

Deciding to search for them, 


Actions of British

During the British occupation 
in Illinois there were many 
inefficient and dishonest 
military commandants. 

Perhaps one of the most in- 
teresting and most-notoriuos of 
these characters was 
Lieutenant Colonel John 
Wilkins, 

On Sept. 5, 1768, Wilkins 
arrived in Kaskaskia by order 
of Lieutenant General Thomas 
Gage, British commander-in- 
chief in America at that time. 

Wilkins was to be in command 
of Fort de Chartres, and he felt 
the need to find some way to 
solve the growing unrest bet- 
ween the British ang French 
inhabitants of the Illinois 
country. 

To do this, he established a 
civil court of seven judges to 
settle their disputes. 

Monthly sessions were held at 
Fort de Chartres. This was the 
first step toward establishing a 
civil judicial system to replace 
the military courts in Illinois. 

But it was not the welfare of 
the inhabitants of Illinois that 
Wilkins really was wéorried 
about. 

Before coming to Fort de 


area of Illinois, they were 
advised by the citizens of 
Kaskaskia that Cerre was a 
threat to the Revolution and, in 
fact, had encouraged the 
ins to aid the British in 
resisting the Revolution. 

When George Rogers Clark 
took the town of Kaskaskia, 
Cerre was in St. Louis with a 
quantity of furs bound for Fort 
Mackinac, a major British 
trading post in northern 
Michigan. 

Clark, concerned ‘about the 
loyalty of Cerre, placed a guard 
around his house in Kaskas| 
Cerre’s wife and family were 
virtual prisoners in their own 
home. 7 


Chartres, Wilkins had signed a 
contract with the Philadelphia 
trading company of Baynton, 
Wharton and Morgan agreeing 
to stop all unauthorized trade in 
the Illinois country and instead 
to favor that particular firm. 

Thus, Wilkins contrived to cut 
off competitors and enlarge the 
profit of the firm. 

Samuel Wharton agreed to 
pay him five per cent com- 


‘mission on the net profit from 


their trade deal. 

‘ins also d to steer 
verdicts in the civil courts in 
favor of George Morgan, a 
partner in the firm of Baynton, 
Wharton and Morgan; but the 
justices proved difficult to 
control. 

Asa result of a court decision, 
Morgan was unable to pay 
Wilkins the promised money. 
Because of this, Wilkins grew to 
dislike Morgan. 

Wilkins in turn was not well 
liked by the French inhabitants 
of the area. 

‘The courts that Wilkins had 
established had a majority of 
English members. 

Since many of the cases 
before the justices were 
arguments between French and 
English inhabitants, the French 
usually lost the case. The 


Information concerning these 
events in Kaskaskia reached 
Cerre before he left St. Louis. 

Learning that his house was

they each took a different route 
to the Reagan farm. 

On the way, Moore discovered 
the body of one of the children. 

In another location, his wife 
found the scalped body of Mrs. 
Reagan and one of her children 
who was critically injured. The 
child died the next day 

Fearful that the Indians were 
still in the area, the William 
Moores rushed to his brother’s 
home to warn the others to 
move to the blockhouse for 
protection 

At dawn the next morning, the 
bodies were recovered and 
buried in a mass grave. The

burial site was near the present 
city of Bethalto. 

After the funeral, 
pursued the Indians. 

On the evening of the second 
day, the Indians were sighted in 
the Sugar Creek area near 
present-day. Virden. Abraham 
Pruitt, a member of the posse, 
killed one of the Indians. 

In the Indian’s shot pouch, 
Pruitt found the scalp of Mrs. 
Reagan. He kept the Indian's 
rifle. 

The posse hunted down and 
killed all but one of the Indians 
responsible for the brutal 
massacre.

On Sunday, Sept. 11, 1910, 
over one thousand people—* 
gathered on the John Moore 
farm near the town of Wood 
River to watch the unveiling of 
a monument erected by the 
grandchildren of Abel Moore in 
memory of the victims.

The monument had been ~~ 


erected between the sites of the 
homes of Reason Reagan and 
Abel Moore about three hun- 
dred yards east of the actual 
massacre site. 

The monument bears the 
inscription: “In memory of the 
victims of the Wood River 
Massacre, July 10, 1814.""

French put the blame on 
Wilkins for having established 
the courts. 

Later, when Morgan and 
Wilkins were engaged in a legal 
battle, Wilkins tried to turn the 
power of the courts over to the 
French, ‘hoping they would 
decide against the Englishman 
Morgan. 

This created more friction 
between the two men. Wilkins 
tried to ruin Morgan financially 
and made an endless number of 
legal charges against him. The 
courts, however, ruled in 
Morgan’s favor. 

Wilkins soon was despised not 
only by the civilian inhabitants 
of Illinois but also by the men 
who served under him at Fort 
de Chartres. 

It is said that one officer 
actually killed himself because 
of the great pressure put upon 
him by Wilkins. 

One of the worst mistakes 
that Wilkins made was to have 
George Morgan arrested. He 
threatened to send Morgan back 

delphia to stand trial in 
a military court. 

Morgan fled to Néw York and 
reported to General Gage on 
four sets of complaints against 
Wilkins. 

The complaints came from 


under guard, he decided to 
return in an effort to clear up 
the question of his loyalty. 

Before leaving St. Louis, 
Cerre tried to get assurance of a 
safe return to Spanish territory; 
but Clark refused to guarantee 
it, saying that if Cerre was 
innocent of collaboration with 
the British’ and inciting the 
Indians to murder, he had 
nothing to fear. . - 

Cerre made the j to 
Kaskaskia even without Clark’s

The méeting between Clark 
and Cerre brought a statement 
of charges and a denial.

After the confrontation with 
Cerre, Clark again questioned 
the accusers. Now that Cerre 
was face to face'with them, they 
backed down. 

Clark immediately ruled 
Cerre innocent and asked him to 
join the revolution. : 

Cerre agreed, and concluded 
by saying that his many doubts

He then asked Clark if he 
could take the oath of loyalty 
immediately. After’ declaring 
his loyalty, Cerre became a 


, valuable man to Clark and to 


the American Revolution. 

In June 1779, Cerre purchased 
a block of land in the village of 
St. Louis. He lived there with his 
farnily until he died in April 
1205.

AN ORDINANCE 
ESTABLISHING RATES AND 
CHARGES FOR THE 
TREATMENT OF SEWAGE IN 
AND FOR THE ITY OF 
GRANITE CITY, MADISON 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS. 

WHEREAS, the City of 
Granite City has, by Ordinance 
Number 2888, directed that a 
sewage treatment plant be 
constructed and has provided 
for the issuance of Four-Million, 
One-Hundred thousand Dollars 
($4,100,000.00) in Sewage 
Revenue Bonds of the City of 
Granite City forthe purpose of 
paying the cost of such im- 
provements, and 

WHEREAS, it is now 
necessary that rates and 
charges be established for the 
services to be rendered by said 
sewage treatment facilities, 
and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
GRANITE CITY, ILLINOIS, as 
follows: 

SECTION 1: Unless the 
context specifically indicated 
otherwise, the meaning of 
terms used in this Ordinance 
shall be as follows: 

(a) “Operation and main- 
tenance costs’ shall mean the 
expenditures for day-to-day 
operating costs (which includes 
wages, supplies, fuel, in- 
surance, services, etc.) plus the 
costs of normal repairs, routine 
maintenance, and 
replacements of plant and 
equipment. 

(b) “Replacement costs” 
shall mean the expenditures for 
obtaining and — installing 
equipment, accessories or 
appurtenances which are 
necessary during the service 
life of the treatment works to 
maintain the capacity and 
performance for which such 
works were designed and 
constructed. 

(c) “Useful or service life” 
shall mean a period of 15 years 
for equipment and 50 years for 
real property, other than land 

id) “Depreciation of , real 
property” shall mean a system 
of expense accounting which 
aims to distribute the original 
cost of real property over the 
useful life of the property. 

te) “normal strength 
sewage" (for the purpose of 
determining surcharges) shall 
mean wastewater or sewage 
having an average daily 
suspended solids concentration 
of not more then 250 mg-1 and 
average daily BOD of not more 


“Sewer Industrial “Cost 
Recoyery Ordinance''y shall 
mean a separate and com- 
panion enactment to this 
Ordinance, which provides for 
recovery from industrial users 
of the sewage works of a portion 
of the federal grant amount 
allocable to the construction of 
sewage facilities for treating 
industrial waste pursuant to 
Section 204(b) of PL 92-500 and 
40 CFR Part 35.928 (1) and (2). 

(g) “B.O.D. (Denoting 
Biochemical Oxygen Demand) 
and suspended solids” shall 
have the same meaning as 
defined in the Sewer Use 
Ordinance. 

(h) “Sewer Use Ordinance" 

. shall mean a separate and 
companion enactment to this 
Ordinance, which regulates the 
connection to and use”of public 
and private sewers. — 

(i) “Classes of Users’ shall 
mean the division of 
wastewater treatment 
customers by waste charac- 
teristics,, and process ot 
discharge-similarities 

Residential shall mean a user 
at the treatment works whose 
premises or building is ysed 
primarily as a residence for one 
or more persons, including all 
dwelling units, such as 
detached, semi-detached, and 
row houses, mobile homes, 
garden and standard apart- 
ments, permanent multi-family 
dwellings. (Transit lodging, 
considered commercial in 
nature, is not included). 

Commercial user shall mean 
any establishment listed in the 
Office of Management and 
Budget's “Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual” (1972 
Edition) involved in a com- 
“mercial enterprise, business or 
service’ which, based on a 
defermination by the City, 
discharge primarily segregated 
domestic wastes or wastes from 
sanitary conveniences. 

Institutional user shall mean 
any establishment involved in a 
social, charitable, religious, 
and-or educational activities, 
such as schools, churches, 
hospitals, nursing homes, penal 
institutions and similar in- 
stitutional users which, based 
on a determination by the City, 
discharge primartly segregated 
domestic wastes or wastes from 
sanitary conveniences. 

Governmental user shall 
mean any Federal, State, or 
local governmental user of the 
wastewater treatment works. 

Industrial user shall have the 
same meaning as defined’in the 
Wndustrial Cost Recovery 
Ordinange, Section 1(A). 

(jp) “Usge-Charge” mean 
a charge devied on,users of the 
wastewater treatment works 
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for the costs of operation and 
maintenence of such works 
pursuant to Section "204(b) of 
Public Law 92-500. 

(k) “Debt service costs’’ shall 
mean the average annual 
principal and interest payments 
on all outstanding revenue 
bonds or other long-term capital 
debt. 

(1) “Excessive strength 
surcharges” shall mean an 
additional charge which is 
billed to users for treating 


sewage wastes with an average _ 


strength in excess of ‘normal 
domestic sewage.” 

(m) “Other service charges” 
shall mean tap charges, con- 
nection charges, area charges, 
and other identifiable charges, 
other than User Charges, debt 
service charges and excessive 
strength surcharges. 

(n) “Sewage” shall mean the 
combination of the liquid and 
water-carried wastes from 
residences, commercial 
buildings, industrial plants and 
institutions, (including polluted 
cooling water). 

The three most common types 
of sewage are 

Sanitary sewage shall 
mean the combination of liquid 
and water carried wastes 
discharged from toilet and 
other sanitary plumbing 
facilities. 

Industrial sewage shall 
mean a combination of liquid 
and water carried; wastes, 
discharged from any industrial 
establishment, and resulting 
from any' trade or process 
carried on in that establishment 
(this shall include the wastes 
from pretreatment facilities 
and polluted cvoling water). 

Combined sewage shall 
mean wastes including sanitary 
sewage, industrial sewage, 
stormwater, infiltration and 
inflow carried to the 
wastewater treatment facilities 
by a combined sewer. 

(0) “NPDES (National 
Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System) Permit” 
shall have the same meaning as 
defined in the Sewer Use 
Ordinance. 

(p) “Shall” is mandatory; 
“May” is permissive. 


SECTION 2: Every person 
whose premises are served by 
said sewage works shall 
charged for the services 
provided: These charges. are 
established for each user class, 
as defined, in order that the 
sewage works shall recover. 
from each user and user clas: 
revenue which is proportional to 
its use of the treatment works in 

ms of volume and load 
User charges are levied to 
defray the cost of operation and 
maintenance (including 
replacement) of the treatment 
works. User charges shall be 
uniform in magnitude within a 
user class. 

(a) User charges are subject 
to the rules and regulations 
adopted by the United States 
Environmental — Protection 
Agency, published in the 
Federal Register August 21, 
1973 (38 CFR 22523) and on 
February 11, 1974 (39 CFR 
5252). Replacement costs, 
which are recovered through 
the system of user charges, 
shall be -based upon the ex- 
pected service life of the sewage 
works plant and equipment. 

(b) The various classes of 
users of the treatment works for 
the purposes of this Ordinance, 
shall be as follows: | 

Class I—Residential 

Class 1I—Commerical 

Class I1]—Institutional 

Class I1V—Governmental 

Class V—Industrial. 


Class [—Residential ‘ 


This class shall include 
customers whose use of the 
treatment works is strictly 
confined to the discharge of 
normal domestic sewage as 
defined in Section 1. As further 
restriction to the make-up of 
this class, residential users will 
be limited to: detached and 
semi-detached single family 
dwellings; rowhouses, mobile 
homes, garden and standard 
apartments, and permanent 
multi-family dwellings. In 
addition, these users shall 
contain no connection which 
utilizes a meter size greater 
than 4 inches in diameter. (The 
exception to the meter size 
limitation will be permanent 
multi-family dwellings with 
common water meters.) The 
categorization of such dwellings 
will be reviewed on a case-by- 
case basis by the City. (Transit 
lodging, considered tom- 
mercial in nature is not in- 
cluded.) a 


Class 1I—Commercial 

This class shall include only 
customers whose use of the 
treatment works in confined to 
the discharge of normal 
domestic sewage as defined. As 
further restriction to the'make- 
up of the class, the commercial 
class shall contain the following 
categories of users; , con- 
struction, wholesale trade, 
retail trade, finance, insurance, 
and real estate establishments 
(Divisions C, F, C, H, and K, of 
the S.I.C. Manual). Meter size 
will not be a criterion in 
determining the categorization 


of commercial establishments. 
All categorizations of _ such 
establishments will be reviewed 
on a case-by-case basis by the 
City with attention to previous 
similar’ classification and the 
US. Office of Management and 
Budget Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual (1972 
Edition). (This class, depending 
on the determination of the City 
and concurrence of the USEPA 
may also include establish- 
ments listed under Divisions A, 
B,D, E, and I of the S.LC. 
Manual if the wastes 
discharged are normal 
domestic sewage as defindd in 
Section I.) 


Class 11l—Institutional 

This class shalP include 
customers whose use of the 
treatment works is confined to 
the discharge of normal 
domestic sewage, as defined. As 
further restriction, the in- 
stitutional class shall include 
churches, charitable — in- 
stitutions and social in- 
stitutions. Meter size will not be 
a criterion in determining the 
categorization of institutional 
establishments All 
categorizations of such 
establishments will be reviewed 
on a case-by-case basis by the 
City with attention to, previous 
similar classificationg.and the 
U.S. Office of Management and 
Budget’s Standard. Industrial 
Classification Mafmal (1972 
Edition). 


Class I1V—Governmental 

This class shall include 
customers whose use of the 
treatment works is primarily 
the discharge of normal 
domestic wastewater as 
defined. The governmental 
class hall contain all 
categories of users listed under 
Division J of the S.I.C. Manual. 
In addition, this class may 
include any user listed in the 
other S.I.C. Divisions which are 
government owned, operated, 
or controlled. Meter size wil] not 
be a criterion in determining 
the categorizations of govern- 
mental eStablishments. All 
categorizations of such 
establishments shall be based 
on the level of control (Federal, 
State, Local) and on a case-by- 
case determinations by the City 
with attention to previous 
similar classifications and the 
U.S. Office of Management and 
Budget's Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual (1972 
Edition). , 


Class V—Industrial 

This class shall include 
customers whose’ use of the 
treatment works consists of the 
discharge of normal domestic 
sewage as defined, and may 
also include the discharge of 
liquid wastes and liquid bond 
wastes resulting from trades or 
processes. The industrial class 
will contain those establish- 
ments listed in Divisions A, B, 
D, E and I not otherwise 
classified in the previous four 
(4) classes described. Meter 
size may be used as one 
criterion in determining a place 
within the categories of the 
industrial class. The 
categorization will also be 
based extensively on the 
amount and characteristics of 
wastes being discharged by the 
establishment, and on case-by- 
case determinations by the City 
with attention to previous 
similar classifications and the 
U.S. Office of Management and 
Budget’s Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual (1972 
Edition). 


SECTION 3: SEWAGE 
SERVICE CHARGE — Except 
as provided in Section 8 of this 
Ordinance, a sewage service 
charge is hereby levied against 
each improved lot, parcel of 
land or premises which is 
connected with or served by the 
sewer system of the. City of 
Granite City or which may be 
connected with said sewer 
system of which has such 
sewers available for connection 
or which otherwise discharges 
sewage, industrial waste, water 
or other liquids into the City 
sewer system, and the City 
Clerk is hereby directed to 
make said charges on behalf of 
the city of Granite City. 

Such sewer service charges 
shall be calculated and billed to 
the “owner of record of the 
premises on a quarterly, or 
monthly basis by the City Clerk 
and shall be as follows: 

(a) On all single family 
residences a fixed charge of 
$6.00 per calendar quarter, or: 
$2.00 per month. 

(b) On all multiple family 
dwellings with separate water 
meter and service, a fixed 
charge of $6.00 per calendar 
quarter, or $2.00 per month for 
each living unit contained on the 
premises. 

(c) Multiple family dwellings 
serviced by a single water 
meter shall pay a fixed charge 


month for each living unit 
served by said meter, and all 
other premises, including 
commercial ‘users of all 
descriptions and industrial 
users, shall be charged a 
minimum of $6.00 per quarter or 
$2.00 per month, or on the basis 
of volume of water used, 
swhichever is greater, as 
follows: /

The above rates include two 

types of charges. The revenue 
generated from User Charges 
shall be used exclusively. to 
recover the costs of operation, 
maintenance and replacement 
costs of the sewage works. The 
revenue generated from Debt 
Service charges shall be used 
exclusively for debt amor- 
tization, until all outstanding 
indebtedness has been retired, 
at which time the revenue from 
Debt Service charges may be 
applied to replacement costs, if 
necessary. 
(d) In order that the rates and 
charges may be justly and 
equitably adjusted to the ser- 
vice rendered to industrial 
users, the City of Granite City 
shall base its charges not only 
on the volume, but also on the 
strength and character of in- 
dustrial sewage and wastes 
which it is required to treat and 
dispose of. The City of Granite 
City shall require the owner or 
other industrial user to 
determine the strength and 
content of all sewage and 
wastes discharged, either 
directly or indirectly, into the 
sanitary sewage system, in 
such manner and by such 
method as the City may deem 
practicable in the light of the 
conditions and attending cir- 
cumstances of the case, in order 
to determine the proper charge. 
The owner or other industrial 
user shall furnish a_ central 
sampling point available to the 
City at all times. 

Normal domestic waste 
strength should not exceed a 
biochemical oxygen demand of 
200 parts per million parts of 
fluid or suspended solids: in 
excess of 250 parts per million 
parts of fluid. Additional 
charges for treating industrial 
waste, that is stronger-than- 
normal] domestic waste, shall be 
made on the following basis: 

RATE SURCHARGE BASED 
UPON SUSPENDED SOLIDS 

There shall be an additional 
charge of $60.00 per 1,000 
pounds of suspended solids with 
a strenth in excess of 250 parts 
per million parts of fluid. 

RATE SURCHARGE BASED 
UPON BOD 

There shall be an additional 
charge of $50.00 per 1,000 
pounds of biochemical oxygen 
demand in excess of 200 parts 
per million parts of fluid. 
MULTIPLE WATER METERS 

In the case of a single en- 
terprise or industry located on 
contiguous properties or on 
property divided only by a 
public highway, alleyway or 
easement and served by more 
than one water meter, the 
amount of water shown to have 
been consumed by all such 
meters shall be totalled and the 
rates and charges herein 
provided for shall be based upon 
the aggregate amount of water 
shown to have been used by said 
single enterprise. 

SECTION 4: Additional 
Capital Recovery Charges for 
Non-Resident Users 
charges and rates for the use 
and services of the City sewer 
system to be made against any 
Jot, parcel of land or premises 
situated outside the corporate 
limits of the City of Granite 
City, which shall be connected 
to or with the City's sewer 
system or which shall otherwise

Systems — In the event diny lot, 
_parcel of land or premises is

Water Company or other public 
water utility company or where 
the said premises derive a

service charge. Access to any 
such meter or measuring device 
installed in compliance 
-herewith, shall be given to 
designated city personnel for 
the purpose of reading, in- 
specting, testing or measuring 
or repairing such meter or other 
measuring device. In such 
cases, charges shall be based 
upon an aggregate quantity of 
water used or discharged as 
measured by such meters. 

SECTION ' Pro-Ration of 
Charges If, after this 
Ordinance becomes effective, 
any lot, parcel of land or 
premises becomes subject to a 
sewage service charge under 
this Ordinance, the charge for 
the first payment period shall 
be based upon a per diem 
pro-rata amount of the charge 
set forth above for each such 
lot, parcel of land or ptemises.

(c) If, tt can be shown to the 
satisfaction of the City's Sewer 
Plant Manager that the use of 
water is such that a large 
portion of or all water is used in 
manufactured products such as 
ice, beverages or canned foods, 
and the same is transported in 
containers away from the 
premises or is lost by 
evaporation or irrigation and 
that a portion of the water 
measured by the water meter or 
meters does not and cannot 
enter the sanitary sewage 
system of the City, 

then, and in that event, the 
manager of the City Sewer 
Plant is hereby authorized ‘to 
determine in such manner and 
by such method as may be 
practicable the percentage of 
the water measured by the 
water meter which enters the 
sanitary sewage system. The 
charges and rates for such lot, 
parcel of land or premises shall 
be based upon the percentage of 
the metered water which will

SECTION 10: Payment of 
Charges — All bills rendered 
pursuant to this Ordinance shall 
be payable with ten (10) days 
after the date they are mailed. 
If any-charges for the services 
of the.City Sewage Treatment 
Plant shall not be paid within 
ten days after the bill shall have 
been sent out, a delinquent 
payment charge of ten Per Cent 
(10 Per Cent) of the amount of 
the bill shall be added thereto 
and collected therewith for each 
month that said charge remains 
unpaid. 

SECTION 11: Owner and 
Occupant Jointly Liable, Lien 
Against Premises — The owner 
of any lot, parcel of land or 
premises receiving any. of the 
services of the sewage system 
of the City, the occupant of such 
premises and the user of the 
services shall be jointly and- 
severally liable for the payment 
of services to suth lot, parcel of 
land or premises and all ser- 
vices are rendered to the 
premises by the said City only 
on the condition that such owner 
or occupant and user shall be 
jointly and severally liable 
therefor to said City. In the 
event that any charge or rate 
for sewage service is not paid 
within ten (10) days after a bill 
for the same has been sent out, 
such charge shall be deemed 
and is hereby declared to be. 
delinquent. Such delinquency 
shall constitute a lien upon the 
real estate for which such 
services were supplied and the 
City Treasurer shall, thirty (30) 
days after the date of said 
delinquency, file a notice of 
such lien in the Office of the 
Recorder of Deeds of Madison, 
County, Illinois, and all costs of 
filing and releasing said lien 
shall be charged against the 
said delinquent. user and oc- 
cupant. This notice shall consist 
of a sworn statement of the 
Treasurer setting forth (1) a 
description of such real estate 
sufficient for the identification 
thereof, (b) the amount of 
money ‘due for the use of the 
City Sewer System, including 
delinquency charges, and (c) 
the date which such amount 
became delinquent. 

The City shall also have the 
power from time to time to sue 
the occupant or user of that real 
estate in a civil action to 
recover money for any sewer 
service charges, including 
delinquencies, | plus a 
reasonable attorney's fee to be 
fixed by the Court. 

SECTION 12: Discontinuance 
of Service — In the event of 
failure to pay sewer service or 
sur-charges after they become 
delinquent, the City shall have 
the right and power to remove 
or close sewer connections and 
enter upon the property for 
accomplishing such purpose. 
The expense of such discon- 
tinuance, removal or closing as 
well as the expense of restoring 
service shall likewise be et 
due to the City and lien upo 
property and may be pecan 
by civil action in the name of the 
City against the property 
owner, the occupant or the user, 
or both, 

SECTION 13: Restoration of 
Service — Sewer service shall 
not be restored until all 
charges, including the expense 
of removal, closing and 
restoration shall have been 
paid. 

SECTION 14: Use of Funds — 
All revenues derived from the 
operation of the Sewage 
Treatment Plant collected 
hereunder shall be set aside as 
collected and credited to a fund 
separate and apart from all 
other funds of the City. Such 
revenues shall be used only for 
the purpose of paying the cost of 
operating and maintaining the 
City’s Sewage Treatment Plant, 
providing an adequate 
depreciation fund, replacement 
cost, and paying the principal 
and interest on any sewer 
revenue bonds which may be 
issued by the City under the 
provisions of the statutes of the 
State of Illinois and as provided 
in Ordinance No. 3010 of this 
City. 

The City Treasurer shall 
install and maintain a proper 
system of accounts showing the 
amount of revenues received 
from the Sewage Treatment 
Plant and the application of that 
revenue and such account shall 
be audited properly as least 
once each year. 


SECTION 15: Inspection of 
Sewage System — The City and 
its designated representatives 
shall have ready access at all 
reasonable times to the 
premises, places or buildings 
where sewage service is sup- 
plied for the purpose of 
examining and testing the 

tion of the sewage system 
and it shall be unlawful for any 
person or corporation. to in- 
terfere with, prevent or ob- 
struct said City or. its duly 
authorized agents in its duties 
hereunder. Every user of the 
system shall take the same 
upon the conditions prescribed 
in this Section. 


SECTION 16: Effective Date 
of- Rates The rates 
established by this Ordinance 
shall take. effect and be 
collected from and after 
February 1, 1976 or when the 
Sewage Treatment Plant is 
placed in use whichever occurs 
first. 


SECTION 17: Transfer of 
Title — It shall be the duty of the 
owner of any lot, parcel of land 
or premises connected with or 
served by the Sewer System of 
the City of Granite City or which 
may hereafter be connected 
with said sewer system to give 
written notice to the City 
‘Treasurer of the City of Granite 
City of the transfer of the title of 
such lot, parcel of land or 
premises within ten (10) days 
after the effective date of such 
transfer. It shall be the duty of 
every licensed real estate 
broker or agent in any tran- 
saction wherein he represents 
either the buyer or the seller of 
real estate within the City of 
Granite City to give written 
notice on behalf of his principal 
to the City Treasurer of the City 
of Granite City of the transfer of 
the title'of any lot, parcel of land 
or premises within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of 
Granite City within ten (10)

SECTION 18: Penalties 
Any person, firm or corporation 
who violates, disobeys, omits, 
neglects or refuses to comply 
with or who resists the en- 
forcement of any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance 
shall upon conviction be fined 
not less than’ Five Dollars 
($5.00) nor more than Five- 
hundred Dollars ($500.00) for 
each such offense. Each day 
that a violation is permitted to! 
exist or in which a violation 
occurs shall constitute a 
separate offense. 

SECTION 19; 


Replacements 


(a) In order to recover 
replacement costs of major 
items of equipment during the 
expected service life of the 
equipment, the City shall utilize 
a ‘modified straight-line 
method" for computing the 
annual equipment replacement 
charges. During the first three 
years of operation, after com- 
pletion of Project C-171215, 
when the treatment plant is 
expected to be operating at less 
than fifty per cent of design 
capacity, the replacement 
charges for equipment shall be 
$100,000 per year. After the first 
three years of operation, when 
the treatment plant is expected 
to be more fully utilized, the 
replacement charges for 
equipment shall be computed on 
a straight-line basis over the 
expected service life of the 
equipment. On the basis of the 
cost of equipment included in 
Project C-171215, and assuming 
an average remaining service 
life of 15 years, after the first 
three years of operation, the 
annual replacement charges for 
equipment, commencing on the 
fourth year of operations will 
amount to approximately 
$325,000. The actual 
replacement charges, after the 
first tl years of operation, 
shall be determined annually on 
the basis of current equipment 
costs, divided by the Average 
remaining service life of the 
equipment. 

(b) In order to recover the 
replacement costs of treatment 
plant. structures, an amount 
equivalent to the average an- 
nual debt service costs, at 
completion of Project C-171215, 
which amounts to ap- 
proximately $343,121 shall be 
reserved for replacement costs 
of structures after all out- 
standing indebtedness has been 
retired. 

(c)é Net revenue, after 
payment of. operation and 
maintenance expenses, and 
debt service costs shall be 
accumulated for the purpose of 
funding a Five-year Planned 
Replacement Program 
(FYPRP).. Maintenance 
records and other service data 
pertaining to major items of 
equipment and engineering 
evaluations concerning 
equipment and structures, 
where available, shall be 
reviewed periodically, but not 
less often than annually, after 
the first three years of 
operations, in order to deter- 
mine the average remaining 
expected service life of the 
various items of equipment and 
structures. The FYPRP shall be 
developed and updated an- 
nually to cover the next suc- 
ceeding five years on the basis 
of current replacement costs. 
The projected expenditures for 
replacements, included in the 
FYPRP shall be compared to 
the projection of available 
replacement ‘ungs, ac- 
cumulated or projected to be 
accumulated during the five- 
year program period in order to 


-determine the adequacy of 


replacement funding, on an 
annual basis. Funds ac- 
cumulated for replacements 
should be

SECTION 20: Review — In 
order that the rates and charges. 
for sewage services may 
remain fair and equitable and 
be in proportion to the cost of 
providing services to the 

various users or user classes, 
the City of Granite City shall 
cause a study to be made 
within a reasonable period of 
time following the first 12 
months of operation, sub- 
sequent to the completion of the 
improvement project. Such 
study shall include, but not be 
limited to, an analysis of the 
costs associated with “the 
treatment of excessive strength 
effluents from industrial users, 
volume and. delivery flow rate 
characteristics attributed to the 
various users or user classes, 
the financial position of the 
sewage works and the adequacy 
of its revenue to provide 
reasonable funds for operation 
and maintenance, 
replacements, debt service 
requirements and capital im- 
provements to the waste 
treatment systems. 

Thereafter, on an annual 
basis, within a reasonable 
period of time following the 
normal accounting period, the 
City of Granite City shall cause 
a similar study to be made for 
the purpose of reviewing the 
fairness and equity of the rates 
and charges for sewage 
vices on a continuing basis. 
studies shall be conducted by 
officers and-or employees of the 
City of Granite City, or by a 
firm of certified public “ac- 
countants and-or a firm of 
consulting engineers which 
firms shall have experience in 
such studies. 

SECTION 21: Publication — 
This Ordinance shall be _ 
published within ten (10) days 
after its passage and approval 
in the Granite City Press- 
Record, a newspaper having 
general circulation in the City of 
Granite City. 

SECTION 22: 
If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause, phrase or 
portion of the Ordinance is for 
any reason held invalid or 
unconstitutional by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, such 
portion shall be deemed a 
separate, distinct and in- 
dependent provision and such 
holding shall not affect the 
validity of the remaining 
portions hereof. 

SECTION 23: Ordinances 
Repealed — All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict 
with the provisions of this 
Ordinance are hereby repealed

“Properly shredded 
shall mean the wastes 
from the preparation, cooking, 
and dispensing of food that have 
been shredded to such-a degree 
* that all particles will be carried

and swampy areas, manhole 
covers, cross connections from 
storm sewers, and combined 
sewers, catch basins, storm 
waters, surface run-off, street 
wash waters or drainage.

(s) “‘Infiltration-Inflow”’ shall 
mean the total quantity of water

quantity of oxygen expressed in 
mg-1, utilized in the 
biochemical oxidation of 
organic matter under standard 
laboratory procedures in five

mean solids that either float on 
the surface of, or are in 
suspension in water, sewage, or 
other liquid and ‘which are 
removable. by laboratory 
filtering. 

(v) “Total solids” shall mean 
the sum of suspended and 
dissolved solids. 

(w) “pH” shall. mean the 
reciprocal of the logarithm of 
the hydrogen ion concentration. 
‘The concentration is the weight 
of hydrogen ions, in grams per 
liter of solution. 

Go “Fecal coliform” shall 
mean any of a number of 
organism common to the in- 
testinal tract of man and 
animals, whose -presence in 
sanitary sewage is an indicator 
of pollution. 

(y) “Floatable oil” shall 
mean oil, fat,*or grease in a 
physical state, such that will 
separate by' gravity from 
wastewater by treatment in a 
pretreatment facility approved 
by the City. & 

(2) “Volatile organic matter” 
shall mean’the material in the 
sewage solids transformed to 
gases or vapors whén heated at 
550 degrees C for 15 to 20 
minutes. 

(aa) “Toxic amount” shall 
mean concentrations of any 
pollutant or ‘combination of 
pollutants, which upon exposure 
to or assimilation into any 
organism will cause adverse 
effects, such as cancer, genetic 
mutations, and physiological 
manifestations, as defined in 
standards issued pursuant to 
Section 307 (a) of PL 92-500. 

(bb) “Slug” shall mean any 
discharge of water or 
wastewater which in con- 
centration of any given con- 
stituent or in quantity of flow 
exceeds for any period of 
duration longer than 15 minutes 
more than 5 times the average 
24 hours concentration or flows 
during normal operation and 
shall adversely affect the 
collection system. 

(cc) “Unpolluted water’ is 
water of quality equal to or 
better than the effluent criteria 
in effect, or water that would 
not cause violation of receiving 
water quality standards and 
would not be benefited by 
discharge to the sanitary 
sewers and wastewater 
treatment facilities provided 

(dd) “Compatible pollutant” 
shall mean biochemical oxygen 
demand, suspended solids, pH, 
and fecal coliform bacteria, 
plus additional pollutants 
identified in the NPDES Permit 
if the treatment works was 
designed to treat such 
pollutants, and in fact does 
remove such pollutants to a 
substantial degree. The term 
substantial degree is not subject 
to precise definition, but 
generally contemplates 
removals in the order of 80 per 
cent or greater. Minor in- 
cidental removals in the order 
of 10 to 30 per cent are not 
considered substantial 
Examples of the additional 
pollutants which may be con- 
sidered compatible _ includes: 
(a) chemical oxygen demand, 
(b) total organic carbon, (c) 
phosphorus: and phosphorus 
compounds, (d) nitrogen and 
nitrogen compounds, and (e) 
fats, oils, and greases of animal

(ff) “Pretreatment” shall 
mean the treatment of in- 
dustrial sewage from privately 
owned industrial sources prior 
lo introduction into a public 
treatment works 

(gg) ‘Standard methods” 
shall mean the laboratory 
procedures set forth in the 
latest edition, at the time of 
analysis, of ‘Standard Methods 
for the Examination of: Water 
and Wastewater” prepared and 
published jointly by the 
American Public’ Health 
Association, The American 
Water Works Association and 
the Water Pollution Federation. 
Such methods shall be in con- 
formance with ‘Guidelines 
Establishing Test Procedures 
for Analysis of Pollutants; 
Regulations 40 CFR Part 136, 
published in the Federal 
Register on October 16, 1973.” 

(hh) “NPDES Permit” shall 
mean a permit issued under the 
National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System for 
discharge of wastewaters to the 
navigable waters of the United 
State pursuant to Section 402 of 
PL 92-500. 

(i) “Easement” shall mean 
an acquired legal right for the 
specific use of land owned by 


others. 

Gj) “Natural outlet” shall 
mean any outlet, including 
storm sewers and combined 
sewer overflows, into a 
watercourse; pond, ditch, lake, 
or other body of surface or 
groundwater. 

(kk) “Person” shall mean 
any individual, firm, company, 


association, society, cor- 
poration or group discharging 
any wastewater to WWTW. 

(iD) ‘*Watercourse”’ shall 
mean a natural or artifical 
channel for the passage of 
water either continuously or 
intermittently. 

(mm) “Major contributing 
industry” shall mean an in- 
dustrial user of the treatment 
works that: (a) has a flow of 
50,000 gallons or more per 
average work day; (b) has a 
flow greater than five per cent 
of the flow carried by the 
municipal system receiving the 
waste; (c) has in its waste, a 
toxic pollutant in toxic amounts 
as defined in standards issued 
under section 307(a) of the Act; 
or (d) is found by the permit 
issuance authority, in con- 
nection with the issuance of an 
NPDES permit to the publicly 
owned treatment works 
receiving the waste, to have 
significant impact, either singly 
or in combination with other 
contributing industries, on that 
treatment works or upon the 
quality of effluent from that 
treatment works 

(n) “Shall is mandatory; 
“May” is permissive. 

SECTION 2: 

(a) It shall be unlawful for 
any person or corporation to 
place, deposit, or permit to be 
placed or deposited in any 
unsanitary manner on public or 
private property within the 
City, or in any area under the 
jurisdiction of said City any 
human or animal excrement, 
animal remains, garbage, or 
other objectionable waste which 
ordinarily would be regarded as 
sewage or industrial waste 

(b) It shall be unlawful to 
discharge to any natural outlet 
within the City, or in any area 
under the jurisdiction of the 
City, any sewage, industrial 
waste or other polluted waters, 
except 
ment has been provided in 
accordance with subsequent 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

(c) Except as hereinafter 
provided, it shall be unlawful to 
construct or maintain any 
privy. privy vault, septic tank, 
cesspool, or other facilities 
intended to be used or used for 
the disposal of sewage 

(d) The owner of any house, 
building, or property used for 
human occupancy, —em- 
ployment, recreation or other 
purposes, situated within the 
City and abutting on any street, 
alley or right-of-way in which 
there is now located a public 

itary or combined sewer of 
the City, is hereby required at 
his expense to install suitable 
toilet facilities therein, and to 
connect such facilities directly 
with the proper public sewer in 
accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance, within ninety 
(90) days after date of official 
notice to do so, provided that 
said public sewer is within one 
hundred (100) feet (30.5 meters) 
of the property line 

SECTION 3: 

*(a) Where a public sanitary or 
combined sewer is not available 
under the provisions of Section 
2¢d), the building sewer shall be 
connected to a private sewage 
disposal system complying with 
the provisions of this Section 
and all requirements of the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

(b) Ata commercial or in- 
dustrial building, there shall be 
established, installed or con- 
structed and maintained a 
private sewage disposal system 
which shall comply with the 
standards of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency 

(c) At private residences, 
sewage disposal systems shall 
be installed, constructed, and 
maintained in an approved 
manner as described in the U. S. 
Public Health Service 
Publication No, 526 ‘Manual of 
Septic Tank Practice” which is 
herewith incorporated by 
reference as part of this Sec- 
tion 

(d) The installation of any 
private residential sewage 
disposal system not described 
in Paragraphs (b) or (c) above 
must bear the written approval 
of the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

(e) Before commencement of 
construction of a private 
sewage disposal system the 
owner shall first obtain a 
written permit signed by the 
Superintendent. The application 

“for such permit shall be made 
‘on a form furnished by the City, 
which the applicant shall 
supplement by any plans, 
specifications, or other in- 
formation as are deemed 
necessary by the Superin- 
tendent. A permit and in- 
spection fee of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) shall be paid to the City 
at the time the application is 
filed. 
+ () A permit for a private 
‘sewage disposal system shall 
not become effective until the 
installation is completed to the 
satisfaction of the Superin- 
tendent. He shall be allowed to 
inspect the work at any stage of 
construction and, in any event, 
the applicant for the permit 
shall notify the Superintendent 
when the work is ready for final 
inspection, and before any 
underground ‘portions are 
covered. The inspection shall be 
made‘within thirty (30) hours of 
the receipt of notice by the 
Superintendent. 

(g) The owner shall operate 


where suitable treat-+ 


and maintain the private 
sewage disposal facilities in a 
‘sanitary manner at all times, at 
no expense to the City, and shall 
not allow the effluent to 
‘discharge to any natural outlet 
unless specifically allowed in 
writing by the Superintendent. 
Should any defect exist or occur 
in any private sewage disposal 
system or privy which would 


-cause Said sewage disposal 


system or privy to fail to meet 
the requirements in Section 3 
and cause an unsanitary -con- 
dition, the defect shall be 
corrected immediately by the 
owner or agent of the ‘owner, 
occupant or agent of the oc- 
cupant. Failure to do so shall be 


a violation of this Ordinance 


and the violator shall be subject 
to the penalties prescribed in 
Section 8 of this Ordinance. 

(h) When a_ public sewer 
becomes available to a property 
served by a private sewage 
disposal system, a direct 

n shall be made from 
the building sewer to the public 
sewer in compliance with this 
Ordinance, and at that time, 
any septic tanks, cesspools or 
similar private sewage disposal 
facilities shall be physically 
disconnected from the building 
sewer, cleaned of sludge and 
filled with clean earth or 
bankrun gravel or sand and 
abandoned 

<i) When a public sewer 
becomes available, the building 
sewer shall be connected to said 
sewer within sixty (60) days at 
no expense to the City. 

(j) No statement contained in 
this Section.shall be construed 
to interfere with any additional 
requirements which may be 
impésed by the City or County 
Health Officer, dr the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 


SECTION 4: 

((a) No unauthorized person 
shall uncover, make any con- 
nections with or opening into, 
use, alter, or disturb any public 
sewer or appurtenance thereof 
without first obtaining a written 
permit from the City. 

(b) No building sewer shall be 
installed, altered, repaired or 
connected to a public sewer 
except under the supervision of 
a person or persons licensed by 
the City to do such work, 

(c) There shall be two (2) 
classes of building sewer 
permits: (1) for residential and 
commercial service, and (2) for 
service to establishments 
producing industrial wastes. In 
either case, the owner of the 
property or his agent shall 
make application on a special 
form furnished by the City. The 
permit application shall be 
supplemented by any plans, 
specifications, or other in- 
formation considered pertinent 
in the judgmedt of the 
Superintendent. A permit and 
inspection fee of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) for a residential or, 
commercial building sewer 
permit and Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) for an_ industrial 
building sewer permit shall be 
paid to the City at the time the 
application is filed. 

(d) All costs and expenses 
incident to the installation and 
connection of the building sewer 
shall be borne by the owner. The 
owner shall indemnify the City 
from any loss or damage that 
may directly or indirectly be 
occasioned by the installation of 
the building sewer. 

(e) A separate and in- 
dependent building sewer shall 
be provided for every buildin, 
except where one building 
stands at the rear of another on 
an interior lot and no private 
sewer is available or can be 
constructed to the rear building 
through an adjoining alley, 
court, yard, or driveway, the 
building sewer from the front 
building may be extended to the 
rear building and the whole 
considered as one building 
sewer. Other exceptions will be 
allowed only by special per- 
mission in writing from the 
City. 

(f) Old building sewers or 
portions thereof, may be used in 
connection with new buildings 
only when they ‘are found, on 
examination and test by the 
Superintendent, to meet all 


~ requirements of this Ordinance. 


Tests will be administered by 
the, Superintendent or his 
authorized representative and 
at the expense of the Owner. 

(g) The size, slope, align- 
ment, materials of construction 
of a building sewer, and the 
methods to be used in ex- 
cavating, placing of the pipe, 
jointing, testing, and backfilling 
the trench, shall all conform to 
the requirements of this 
Ordinance and other applicable 
rules and regulations of the 
City. In the absence of or- 
dinance or code provisions or 
in amplification thereof, the 
materials and procedures set 
forth in appropriate 
specifications of the American 
Society for Testing and 
Materials and the Water 
Pollution Control Federation 
Manual of Practice No. 9 shall 
apply. 

The building sewer shall be 
constructed of any of the 
following materials or as 
directed by the Superintendent 
in special cases: 

1, Vitrified clay sewer pipe, 
ASTM C-13 or ASTM C-200 with 
compression joints, ASTM C- 
425, and installed in accordance 
with ASTM C-12. 


2. Cast iron soil pipe, ASTM A- 
74, with caulked lead joints 
consisting of jute er hemp with 
at least one inch deep pure 
molten lead. 
3. Cast iron water pipe, 
AWWA C-106, lined or unlined, 
with mechanical joints, A’ A 
C-111 with neoprene gaskets. 
4. Cast iron water pipe, bell 
and spigot, AWWA C-106, with 
self-centering shoulder, with 
caulked lead joints consisting of 
jute or hemp and at least one 
inch deep pure molten lead. 
5. Asbestos-cement pipe, 
ASTM C644, for 6” pipe and 
ASTM C-428 for 8” and larger 
pipe. Joints shall be made with 
asbestos-cement couplings 
sealed with neoprene rubber 
rings. Joints between asbestos- 
cement pipe and other pipe 
material shall be made with an 
asbestos-cement adapter 
coupling for the specific use and 
caulked with oakum and lead or 
neoprene rubber rings as 
required. 
5.(a). Polyvinylchloride 
(PVC) pipe, ASTM Spec. D- 
3034-73, with solvent welded 
joints or elastomeric rubber 
gasket joints, 
6. Pipe shall be laid ina bed or 
granular material which shall 
be a minimum of (4) inches 
deep under the bells of the pipe. 
The granular bedding shall be 
laid on firm undisturbed trench 
bottom. Where the trench 
bottom is muck or unstable, 
such material shall be removed 
and replaced with granular 
material. Such replacement 
shall be as directed by the 
Superintendent. When the pipe 
is laid on new or unstable fill, it 
shall be laid in a bed of 2000 psi 
concrete with a minimun 
thickness under the bell equal to 
the pipe diameter. 
Where rock is encountered, 
the pipe shall be bedded in a 
layer of granular material of a 
minimum thickness under the 
bell equal to the diameter of the 
pipe. 
In all cases, ample bell holes 
shall be dug to insure that the 
bells are completely free and do 
not carry any load. 
The trench width at the top of 
the pipe shall in no case be 
greater than two and one-half 
feet (2% ft.). The granular 
bedding material shall be 
brought up even with the 
springline of the pipe. The back- 
fill to one foot over the top of the 
pipe shall be granular material 
or well compacted earth free 
from clods, frozen lumps, 
vegetable matter, solid par- 
ticles larger than two inches in 
the greatest dimension, cinders, 
or other objectionable 
materials. 
The backfill under street or 
alley pavements, or when 
directed by the Superintendent, 
shall be of 100 per cent granular 
materials compacted in place. 
Puddling or flooding of the 
trench will not be allowed. 
Pavement replacement shall 
match in thickness and kind the 
pavement adjacent to the 
trench, unless otherwise 
required by the Superintendent. 
7. Maximum depths of trench 
for the various types of pipes 
shall be as follows: 
a. Vitrified Clay Tile 
Single Strength—e’ 
Double Strength—19’ 

b. Asbestos—Cement Pipe 
Class 1500—14” 
Class 2400—30" 

c. 18-40 Cast-Iron Water Pipe 
All classes, 6” and 
8"'—30" 


Service Weight—8" 
Extra Heavy—30" 
Where the trench depth is 


‘ greater than allowed for the 


pipe, a higher strength class or 
a different type of pipe shall be 
used, as necessary, or the 
Superintendent will allow the 
use of concrete bedding or 
concrete encasement, as 
required. Where pipe is subject 
to vehicular traffic, it shall have 
a minimum of four feet of cover. 
Where this is not possible, the 
pipe shall be encased in con- 
crete at least six inches thick on 
all sides of the pipe. ; 

8. The size of the buildin; 
sewer shall be as required by 
the plumbing code, but in no 
case shall be less than 6 inches 
in diameter. eo 

9. Whenever possible, the 
building sewer shall be brought 
to the building at an elevation 
below the basement floor. Six- 
inch pipe shall be laid at a grade 
of one-quarter (%) inch per foot 
where practical. Where this is 
not possible, and when allowed 
by the Superintendent, the pipe 
may be laid at a lesser grade, 
but in no case at a grade of less 
than one-eighth (%) inch per 
foot. Eight-inch pipe shall be 
laid at a grade of one-sixteenth 
(1-16) inch per foot, where 
practical, but in no case at a 
grade of less than four-tenths 
(0.4) per cent. 

All pipe shall be laid at a 
uniform pitch from the building 
to the public sewer. Where the 
building sewer is more than ten 
feet deep at the property line, 
the building sewer shall be laid 
to a uniform pitch to the 
property line and then at a 
steeper, uniform pitch to the 
public sewer. In all cases, the 
building sewer shall be at least 
eight feet deep at the property 
line, when possible. 

10. Pipe shall be laid in a 
direct, straight line from the 
building drain to the wye in the 
public sewer, if at all possible. 
Any deviations from a straight 


line shall be made only as ap- 
proved by the Superintendent. 
Where because of location 
problems, it is not possible to 
use the wye in the public sewer 
which has been designated for 
that property, a new connection 
will. be made to the public 
sewer, but only when approved 
by the Superintendent. 

In such cases, the new con- 
nection will be made by the use 
of a saddle wye fitting expressly 
manufactured for that purpose. 
The entire saddle fitting and 
public sewer pipe shall be en- 
caged in concrete as directed by 
the Superintendent. The con- 
crete shall extend to the end of 
the spur and shall rest on firm, 
undisturbed trench bottom. 

11. The spigot end of the last 
length of pipe of the building 
sewer at the building drain shall 
be cut-off and the gasket 
refitted. on the cut’ end. A 
suitable gasket shall be placed 
on the end of the building drain 
and the last piece of the building 
sewer shall be ‘“‘bucked-in” to 
the line in such a manner that 
the joint will be tight, water- 
proof and rootproof. If this 
cannot be accomplished, then 
the building drain shall be 
extended to ground which has 
not beef disturbed by building 
operations and the joint to the 
building@sewer shall be ‘com- 
pletely encased in concrete a 
minimum of six (6) inches thick 
all around the joint and bedded 
on firm, undisturbed earth. 

12. Where a new building 
sewer is being constructed, or 
when an existing building sewer 
is being rebuilt or repaired, a 
tee fitting shall be installed in 
the building sewer at the 
property line, This fitting shall 
serve for applying the smoke 
lest during inspection of the 
building sewer. After testing, a 
riser of the same material and 
joints as the building sewer 
shall be inserted in this fitting 
and brought to within twelve 
(12) inches of the ground sur- 
face, The top of this riser shall 
be sealed in a watertight 
manner with a stopper or plug 
fitted with the same type joint 
as used on the riser pipe. 

The tee fitting for the riser 
shall be encased in concrete for 
the full width of the trench. The 
concrete encasement shall rest 
on natural, undisturbed trench 
bottom or, in unstable soil, on 

uch other bedding as may be 
called for elsewhere in this 
Ordinance... Care shall be 
exercised to adequately and 
securely support ‘the riser 
during back-fill operations. 

When cast-iron pipe is used 
for the building sewer, the same 
procedure shall be followed at 
the property line or at the public 
sewer as appropriate. 

(h) In all buildings in which 
any sanitary building drain is 
too low to permit gravity flow to 
the public sewer, sanitary 
sewage carried by such building 
drain shall be lifted by 
mechanical means approved by 
the ‘Superintendent and 
discharged to the public sewer, 

Gi) The applicant for the 
public sewer permit shall notify 
the Superintendent when the 
building sewer is ready for 
inspection and connection to the 
public sewer. The Superin- 
tendent will then make such 
tests as he deems necessary. 
The connection and backfilling 
of the trench shall be made 
under the supervision of the 
Superintendent or his 
representative. 

G) No person shall make 
connection of roof downspouts, 
foundation drains, areaway 
drains, or other sources of 
surface water run-off or 
groundwater to a building 
sewer or building drain which in 
turn is connected directly or 
indirectly to a public sanitary 
sewer. Any such existing 
connections shall be completely 
and permanently disconnected 
within thirty (30) days after 
notification in writing by the 
City to do so, Where such 
connections to a private sewage 
disposal system exist, such 
connections shall be per- 
manently disconnected from 
the building sewer before the 
building sewer is connected to 
the public sewer. 

¢k) All excavations for 
building sewer ‘installations 
shall be adequately guarded 
with barricades and lights to 
protect the public from hazard. 
Streets, sidewalks, parkways, 
and other public property 
disturbed in the course of the 
work shall be restored in a 
manner satisfactory to the City 
and in accordance with existing 
ordinances. 

SECTION 5: 

(a) No person shall discharge 
or cause to be discharged any 
stormwater, surface water, 
groundwater, roof runoff, 
subsurface drainage, un- 
contaminated cooling water, or 
unpolluted industrial process 
waters to any sanitary sewer. 

(b) Stormwater and all other 


-unpolluted drainage shall be 


discharged to such sewers as 
are specifically designated as 
storm sewers, or to a natural 
outlet approved. by the 
Superintendent. Industrial 
cooling waters or unpolluted 
process waters may be 
discharged, on approval of the 
Superintendent, to a combined 
sewer. 

(c) No person shall discharge 
or cause to be discharged any of 
the following described waters 
or wastes to any public sewers, 


whether such are sanitary 
sewers, storm sewers, or 
combined sewers: 

1. Any | gasoline, benzene, 
naphtha, fuel oil, volatile oils or 
other flammable or explosive 
liquid, solid, or gas. 

2. Any ‘waters or wastes 
containing toxic or poisonous 
solids, liquids, or gases in 
sufficient quantity, either singly 


.or by interaction with other 


wastes, to injure or interfere 
with any sewage treatment 
process, constitute-a hazard to 
humans or: animals, create a 
public nuisance, or create any 
hazard to the receiving waters 
of the sewage treatment plant. 

3. Any .waters or wastes 
‘having a pH lower than 5.5, or 
having any other corrosive 
property capable of causing, 
damage or hazard to structures, 
equipment, and personnel of the 
sewage works. 

4. Solid or viscous substances 
in quantities or size capable of 
causing obstruction to the flow 
in sewers or other interference 
with the proper operation of the 
sewage works such as, but not 
limited to, ashes, cinders, sand, 
mud, straw, shavings; metal, 
glass, rags; feathers, -poultry 
parts, bones; tar, plastic, wood; 
unground garbage; whole 
blood, paunch manure, hair and 
fleshings, entrails; paper dishes 
and cups, milk containers; 
pastry, cracker, bread or meal 
crumbs; etc., either whole or 
ground by garbage grinders. 

5. Aly ‘water containing 
wastes having a BOD 
requirement of more than 700 
ppm., a COD: requirement of 
more than 900 ppm, or 
suspended solids of more than 
500 ppm. 

6. Any water or waste con- 
taining fats, wax, grease, or 
oils, whether emulsified or not, 
in excess of twenty-five (25) 
mg-1 or containing substances 
which may solidify or become 
viscous at temperatures bet- 
ween thirty-two degrees (32 
degrees) F and one hundred, 
fifty degrees (150 degrees) F (0 
degrees and 65 degree C). 

7. Any waters or wastes 
having a pH in excess of 9.5. 

8. Any waters or wastes 
containing mineral oils or 
greases which could be 
removed by reasonable 
pretreatment processes. 

(d) No person shall discharge 
or cause td be discharged the 
following described substances, 
materials, waters, or wastes if 
il appears likely in the opinion 
of the Superintendent that such 
wastes can harm either the 
sewers, sewage treatment 
process, or equipment; have an 
adverse effect on the receiving 
stream; or can otherwise en- 
danget ‘life, limb, or public 
property; or constitute a 
nuisance. In forming his opinion 
as to the acceptability of these 
wastes, the Superintendent will 
give consideration to such 
factors as the quantities of 
subject wastes in relation to 
flows and velocities in the 
sewers, materials of con- 
struction of the sewers, nature 
of the sewage treatment 
process, capacity of the sewage 
{treatment plant, degree of 
treatability of wastes in the 
sewage treatment plant, and 
other pertinent factors. The 
substances prohibited are: 

1. Any liquid or vapor having 
a temperature higher than one- 
hundred, fifty degrees (150 
degrees) F (65 degrees C). 

2. Any garbage that has not 
been properly shredded. The 
installation and operation of 
any garbage grinder equipped 
with a motor of three fourths 
(44) horsepower (0.76 hp 
metric) or greater shall be 
subject to reyiew and approval 
of the Superintendent. 

3. Any waters or wastes 
containing strong acid iron 
pickling wastes, or con- 
centrated plating solutions 
whether neutralized or not. 

4. Any waters or wastes 
containing iron, chromium, 
copper, zinc, and similar ob- 
jectionable or toxic substances; 
or wastes exerting an excessive 
chlorine requirement, to such a 
degree that any such material 
received in the composite 
sewage at the sewage treatment 
works exceeds the limits 
established by the Superin- 
tendent for such materials. 

5. Any waters or wastes 
containing phenols or other 
taste or odor-producing sub- 
stances in such concentrations 
as exceed limits which may be 
established by the Superin- 
tendent as being necessary, 
after treatment of the com- 
posite sewage, to meet the 
requirements of the State, 
Federal, or other public 
agencies of jurisdiction, for 
such discharge to the receiving 
waters. 

6. Any radioactive wastes or 
isotopes of such half-life or 
concentration as may exceed 
limits established by the 
Superintendent in compliance 
with applicable State or Federal 
regulations. 

7. Materials which exert or 
cause: 

() Unusual concentrations of 
ineft, suspended solids such as, 
but not limited to Fullers earth, 
lime slurries,, and lime 
residues; or if dissolved solids, 
such as, but not limited to, 
sodium .chloride and sodium 
sufate. 

(ii) Excessive discoloration, 
-such as, but not limited to, dye 
wastes and vegetable tanning

Unusual B,O.D., 
chemical oxygen demand, @r 
chlorine requirements in such 
quantities as to constitute a 
significant load on the sewage 
treatment works. 

(iv) Unusual volume of flow 
or concentration of wastes 
constituting “‘slugs” as defined 
herein. 

8. Waters or wastes con- 
taining substances which are 
not amenable to treatment or 
reduction by the sewage 
treatment processes employed, 
or are amendable to treatment 
only to such degree that the 
sewage treatment plant effluent 
cannot meet the requirements 
of other agencies having 
jurisdiction over discharge to 
the receiving waters. Any toxic 
or heavy metals wastes which 
exceeds the limitations or 
prohibitions included in the 
City’s Waste Treatment Plant 
NPDES permit, 


(e) If any“waters or wastes 
are discharged, or are proposed 
to be discharged, to the public 
sewers, which waters contain 
the substances or possess the 
characteristics enumerated in . 
Section 5(d) of this Section, and 
which in the judgment of the 
Superintendent may have a 
deleterious effect upon the 
sewage works, processes, 
equipment, or receiving waters, 
or which otherwise create a 
hazard to life or constitute a 
public nuisance, the Superin- 
tendent may do oné or any 
combination of the following: 

1. Reject the waste; 

2. Require pretreatment to an 
acceptable condition for 
discharge to the public sewers; 

3. Require control over the 
quantities and rates of 
discharge; and-or 

4, Require payment to cover 
the added cost of handling and 
treating the wastes not covered 
by existing taxes. or sewer 
charges under the provisions of 
Section 5(j) of this Section 

If the Superintendent permits 
the pretreatment or 
equalization of waste flows, the 
design and installation of plants 
and equipment shall be subject 
to the review and approval of
